WASHINGTON — Secre- 
tary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker was said this week to 
want officer selections for 
both permanent and tem- 
porary promotions to be “open 
and above board” and is very 
likely to order publication of 
all names on recommended 
lists. 

This would be to make the pub- 
lie record complete. When a man’s 
name is withheld for any reason, 
such as a security check, it would 
be announced as soon as he is 
cleared. Present policy is to not 
announce such names until they 
appear on an actual promotion 
order. 

The question of withholding 
names arose last week after eight 
majors whose names were not on 
the list of temporary promotions 
to lieutenant colonels in Circular 
62447 dated 9 March 1959 were 
found to have been promoted to 
higher grade. They had been 
sélected from the outstanding zone 
and their names were not an- 
nounced with other selections be- 
cause of security, administrative 
and physical checks. 

It was charged that some of the 
officers had to wait for a year be- 
fore they knew they were pro- 
moted. Most were notified only 
about a month before actual pro- 
motion. 

Maj. Gen. Robert W. Porter Jr., 
director of military personnel man- 
agement in the office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Personnel, told 
Army Times this week that “no 
names were withheld from publica- 
tion through any desire to deprive

Retirement Relief Sought

WASHINGTON—Many §service- 
men on the verge of retirement 
have been left in a state of con- 
fusion by the failure of Congress to 
restrict to security cases the with- 
holding of retired pay by the so- 
called Hiss Act. Congress will be 
asked to act on an amendment 
again next year. 

These are men who may have 
gotten a bad mark on their records 
early in their military careers. 

Now a cloud hangs over their 
future in the prospect of retiring 
without ‘the retired pay benefits ac- 
crued over a period of 20 to 30 
years. 

Men with 20 years service wish- 
ing te retire this fall are men who 
came to the aid of their country 





when. the war was already on in 
Europe but only a threat to the 
United States. These same men, 
who fought through the war, some- 
times with outstanding records, 
stayed on to form our first line of 


defense during the long years of 
the cold war and again fought over 
the hills of Korea.

Training 
Function 
May Shift

WASHINGTON—A major shift 
in command responsibility for 
soldier training could result from 
an Army study, authored by Maj. 
Gen. Robert W. Ward, which is 
now a “working paper” within the 
Army staff. 

The staff is asking itself whether 
supervision of the training of in- 
dividual soldiers should remain in 
the Army’s operations branch or 
whether this responsibility should 
more properly rest with the per- 
sonnel staff.: 

A shift of this responsibility to 
DCSPer would carry out the 
philosophy of organization that 
was adopted by the Department of 
the Army when it modified the 
general staff system by abolishing 
the G-1, G-2, G-3 and G-4, and sub 
stituting for them the various of- 
fices of deputy chief of staff for 
personnel, for operations and for 
logistics, along with the chief of 
R&D and the comptroller of the 





Army on the deputy level. 

Ward, now chief of staff for 
Allied Forees, Southern Europé, | 
completed the study while he was | 
director for management analysis | 
in the office of the comptroller of | 
the Army. It presents the pros and 
cons, so it is understood, of shift- 
ing responsibility for individual | 
training. 

The study remains a “working 
paper” until the staff develops 
recommendations based on it and 
presents them to the Army Chief 
of Staff, probably one of the final 
important papers to be presented 
to Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer be- 
fore he leaves the Army to be- 
come Chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. Thus some’ action is ex- 
pected within the next two weeks. 

In the Army reorganization of 
December 1955, responsibility for 
men, money and materials was 
supposed to be distributed between 
three deputies, a fourth was to be | 
responsible for research and de-| 
velopment in all areas while the | 
fifth was to be responsible for op-| 
erations and _ planning. The| 
deputies were respectively: person- | 
nel, the comptroller, logistics, the | 
chief of R&D, and operations. 

As the reorganization went into | 
effect, R&D worked with the tech- | 
nical services to develop weapons, 
with personnel and its operating 
agency, the Adjutant General, to 
develop classification and other |

WASHINGTON — Defense 
Department policy on special 
“early-outs” for servicemen 
who would normally be re- 
leased from active duty dur- 
ing the Christmas-New Year 
ho season was announced 

week, 


Officials estimate that ap- 
proximately 6400 servicemen will 
be granted early releases under 
the policy — 2800 in the Army, 
1600 Navy, 1000 Air Force and 
1000 Marine Corps. 

The policy affects most non- 
Regular officers and Regular or 
non-Regular EM in the continental 
U.S. who would - normally be 
released between 16 Dec. 1960 and 
5 Jan. 1961. Those covered by the 
policy will be separated between 
8 December and 16 December, 
DOD announced, so that they may 
spend the holiday season at home 
without having to return to duty 
for a day or two just to check 
out of the Army. 

Every year Defense establishes 
the Christmas “early-out” cut-off 
dates, after hearing recommenda- 
tions from each of the services. 

The announcement said that 
“personnel stationed in the area 
of their residence in the states of 
Alaska and Hawaii, common- 
wealths, dependencies, trusts and 
territories, or returned from over- 
sea commands or sea duty for 
further transportation to these 
areas” will also be eligible for 
early separation. 

Reservists on six-month active 
duty for training under the Re- 
serve Forces Act of 1955 and 
aliens seeking to qualify for ex- 
peditious naturalization by com- 
pleting three years of active serv- 
ice are excluded from the “early- 
out” policy. It was added that 
other members or categories of 
personne] may be excluded as re-

But, Comptroller General Jo- 
seph Campbell released an audit 
charging that the Army’s aviation 
supply system “has shown no sub- 
stantial improvement” despite 
spending more than $1-million for 
IBM machines and computers. 

It was GAO’s second critical re- 
port on ATMC in about a week. 
In the first report sent to Con- 
gress, GAO said that “there was 
an excessive parts inventory of 
approximately $11.9-million over 
an economical level of supply for 
27 high-dollar-value line items.” 
Total inventory, the report notes, 
amounted to $22.2-million. 

GAO’s first report said that due 
to its suggestions, the Army had 
cancelled contracts for shaft as- 
semblies, transmissions, clutch as- 
semblies and blades for aircraft. 
The Army then obtained these 
items from the surpluses of other 
services. 

The command’s administration 
also came under the accounting 
agency’s review. GAO said: “Army 
aircraft which are in short supply 
have been grounded for excessive 
periods of time because TCMAC 
(ATMC) failed to take effective 
measures for the administration 
of the standard configuration and 
modification program. 

“We found that (1) TCMAC 
(ATMC) did not furnish planes 
and parts in a timely manner to 
the contractors’ plants, (2) did not 
assure itself that its inspectors 
have the proper training and abil- 
ity, and (3) failed to prescribe 
uniform inspection standards.” 

The, report said that the Army 
agreed with GAO findings on this 
matter and “has taken action to 
provide for prompt shipment of 
planes and parts to contractors 
and to improve the effectiveness 
of its inspection of contractors’ 
work.” 

In addition the report was crit- 
ical of what it called: 

@® ATMC’s uneconomical 
procurement program; 

® The command’s failure to per- 
form adequate pre-award survey; 

@® ATMC’s failure to give eco- 
nomical supply support for Army 
aircraft because of a lack of co- 
ordination between organizational 
directorates; 

@ Inability to secure sufficient 
information from overseas com- 
mands to prepare accurate supply 
control studies for aircraft com- 
ponents.

Army Aviation Supply System

WASHINGTON—The General Accounting Office this week brushed aside Army ob- 
jections of another report critical of the Army Transportation Materiel Command (ATMC) 
in St. Louis. Assistant Secretary of the Army for Financial Management George H. Rod- 
erick said that publication of another report would not serve the best interests of the gov- 








initial report that the Army agreed 
with its observations and that the 
Army promised to take action to 
eliminate faults. 

However, after Comptroller Gen- 


eral Campbell’s second report the 
Army fought back, saying that 
auditors had “lifted unrelated fig- 
ures from context without under- 
standing their meaning ”. . . “‘dis- 
torted actual statements” ... and 
made charges which have no foun- 
dation in fact. 

The Army rebuttal says that “if 
the Army had followed the philos- 
ophy of the GAO a complete break- 
down in the aviation supply sys- 
tem of.the Army would have re- 
sulted. 

. *. . 

IN THE SECOND REPORT 
Campbell charged that four years 
ago the Army rented an electronic 
brain from the International Busi- 
ness Machines Corp. for $360,000 
a year and then spent $300,000 
housing it. But, by 1958, he claims, 
no substantial improvement was 
evident. In fact, the number of 
unfilled orders had doubled. 

The GAO chief said that the 
command then rented other brains 
which he said proved “incapable 
of performing the volume of work 
required. , Last year, ATMC con- 





tracted for a more expensive, dif- 
ferent computer. 

Campbell said that the Army 
ted this computer despite a 
al Corps study showing that 

another, less costly, computer was 
available and would perform the 
required job. 

Campbell recommended that the 
Secretary of Defense find out why 
the more expensive computer was 
selected. He said that he would 
not authorize new or additional 
equipment for the command until 
it alters its supply system.

ATMC IS A field activity of the 
Transportation Corps. It was or- 
ganized as the Army Transporta- 
tion Supply and Maintenance Com- 
mand when the activities of the 
Army, Aviation Field Service Of- 
fice, St. Louis, and the Transpor- 
tation Materiel Command, Mari- 
etta, Pa., were consolidated in 
1955.

New Machine Gun 











Production Begins 


WASHINGTON—The first of the Army’s new lightweight machine |, 


came off the production line this week at the Saco-Lowell shop 
fn Saco, Me. These first guns—which will weigh from 10 to 20 pounds 
lighter than machine guns now in use—will probably be delivered to 
STRAC units within the next few weeks, but. distribution plans for 
weapons are classified and this could not be verified by officials at 
the Pentagon. 

The new machine gun is known as the caliber 7:.62mm M-60 and 
nearly 15,000 of them will be manufactured at the Saco plant. No other 
civiliam contracts have been awarded for manufacture of the weapon, 
but military plants will turn out a sizable number of them. Weapons 
man at the Saco plant are primarily for Army use, but the 
announcement this week. stated that the order includes weapons for 
“other military customers.” 

The M-60 will replace three other Army weapons—two of them 
air-cooled machine guns known as the M-1919A4 and the M-1919 A6— 
and the water-cooled Browning machine gun, caliber .30. 

With its bipod the new weapon weighs 23 pounds, compared to the 
32-pound and 42-pound machine guns familiar to three generations of 
Army soldiers who served in World War I, World War II and the 
Korean War. 

A feature of the M-60 is its chrome-plated, stellite-lined barrel 
which will last much longer than barrels in use on present weapons. 
This barrel also can be replaced in seconds. 

The new weapon can fire 600 rounds per minute. It is 43 inches 
long, has a rotary locking belt, is air-cooled, gas operated and feeds 
with a disintegrating metallic link belt. 


Ike Leads Pershing Ceremony 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower bowed his bare head before 
a simple stone marker in Arlington Cemetery this week in honor of 
the memory of the commander in chief of the first. great American 
military action in Europe. 

It was the 100th anniversary of the birth of General of the Armies 
John J. Pershing. The day was set aside by Congress to commemorate 
the deeds of the highest ranking officer in U.S. Army history and of 
4 million Americans who fought under him in Europe in World 

ar 

Eisenhower flew from the White House to Arlington by helicopter 
to perform his brief and silent part in honoring the old Indian fighter, 
horse eavalryman and general of international renown. 

He entered and left the National Cemetery to the sound of guns— 
21 in each series fired by a saluting battery. He was received at the 
grave site, situated on a slight rise surrounded by pine, oak and cedar 
trees, with the traditional music of “Hail to the Chief” played on massed 
silver trumpets of the Army Band. 

F. Warren Pershing, son of the old soldier, walked with the Presi- 
dent to the grave where his father was buried in 1948 after a record 
span of 66 years in military service. 

Eisenhower accepted a simple wreath from a bearer, placed it on 
the marble marker stone and stood silent for a few moments. The 
silence was broken by the roll of muffled drums and then the sounding 
of taps by am Army trumpeteer. The President and his party turned 
away without a word and walked back through a cordon of honor guards 
to his waiting car for the short ride back to the helicopter. 


Philippine Commander Visits 


WASHINGTON—Brig. Gen. Alfredo M. Santos, commanding gen- 
eral, Army of the Republic of the Philippines, has arrived in Washington 
for a tour of U.S. Army installations. 

While in Washington, Gen. Santos will confer with Department of 
the Army officials and receive briefings on Joint Staff operations. In 
the area he will visit the Army Engineer Center and School, Fort 
Belvoir, Va.; the Nike site at La Plata, Md.; and the National War 
College, Fort McNair, D.C. Other stops on his itinerary include visits 
to the 10lst Abn. Div., Fort Campbell, Ky., and Headquarters, First 
Army, Governors Island, N.Y. 


Ord Copters Lift Firefighters 


FORT ORD, Calif—Two Fort Ord helicopters are providing trans- 
portation for more than 300 professional firefighters at the blaze near 
the Hetch Hetchy Reservoir in the northeastern section of Yosemite 
National Park. 

The Army aircraft, which were dispatched from Fort Ord Sunday 
morning, are daily transporting the veteran Zuni Indian firefighters 
from their base camp at Mather Ranger Station, about 20 miles south- 
yen the fireline, over almost impassable terrain to critical areas of 

e fire. 

The two H-21 helicopters, piloted by CWOs James D. Feguson, 
Blair. R. Hileman, Robert E. Merkle and Charles R. Graeber, permit 
the firefighters to arrive at the blaze with their necessary equipment 
and rations and remain for 12 hour fighting-shifts without having to 
back-pack five miles for water or mule-pack 12 miles for rations.

Love wrote, “He was 
ene of the few real heroes I have 
known.” 

Col. Stark was awarded the Sil- 
ver Star posthumously for gallan- 
try in action. Stark left his com- 
mand post to direct his troops in 
furnishing mortar fire support to 
infantrymen in the Fifth Army at- 
tack on Monte Cassino, Italy. He 
was killed the same day in an 
enemy aerial attack. 

Following the unveiling of Col.

WASHINGTON — The for- 
mer head of the Army Ord- 
nance Missile Command last 
week urged the recombining 


‘\of the Army and Air Force, 


creation of a single Chief of 
Staff system, and a_nine- 
tenths reduction in the Pen- 
tagon’s “civilian bureaucracy” 
as part of a necessary pro- 
gram to “rescue our defense 
effort.” 

A single Chief of Staff, to direct 
all joint commands and theaters 
and to advise the Secretary of De- 
fense, is the only way to eliminate 
the present “nightmarish situation” 
whereby military forces are com- 


-|manded by quarrelsome commit- 


tees, according to Maj. Gen. (Ret!) 
John B. Medaris. 

A short adaption of his forth- 
coming book, “Countdown for De- 
cision,” appearing in the current 
issue of Look magazine, sets forth 
an eight-point program to make our 
defensive preparations more ef- 
fective than they are.

MEDARIS SAYS he is perturbed, 

particularly, by our missile-detec- 
tion system, though he has no quar- 
rel with the principle involved— 
to obtain vital information- about 
missiles that could hit the U.S. in 
a matter of minutes after being 
launched from thousands of miles 
away. 
“But,” Medaris writes, “the rec- 
ord fails to indicate what, other 
than immediate resort to the whole 
course of retaliatory nuclear an- 
nihilation, we propose to do if we 
detect any such missile presumably 
fired against this continent. 

“Can we take time to. make cer- 
tain that this missile rushing up- 
on us has not been fired by. mis- 
take? Can we stave off the require- 
ment for such a flash decision by 
attempting to meet and shoot down 
such an apparent threat?” 

That would seem to be a prudent 
course, says Medaris. But he points 
out that funds are still denied for 
the production of an antimissile 
missile, like Nike Zeus. At the 
same time, he points out that a 
prominent senator has estimated 
we have built up a stockpile of 
atomic weapons equal to 10 tons 
of TNT for every person on earth.

FORT HOOD, Tex.—The mam- 
moth chore of tearing down and 
closing North Fort Hood for an- 
other winter has begun. 

After operating for almost three 
months as the training center for 
almost 30,000 national guardsmen 
and reservists, the isolated sec- 
tion of Fort Hood will fall silent. 

Looking much like one.of the 
fabled “tent cities’ of the last 
century, North Fort Hood stood— 
until the closing began—with 1683 
tents arranged in neat rows. 
Streets divided the lines of tents 
and the neatness and order of a 
well-planned city were evident 
everywhere 

The marching cadence of sum- 
mer trainees and the rumble of 
heavy vehicles was only a memory 
to the men of the 50th Infantry, 
2d Arm. Div., who were faced with 
the task of dropping the tents. 

North Fort Hood was the cen- 
ter of training activity for many 
National Guard and reserve units 
of the Fourth Army Area during 
the summer months. The divisions 
that invaded the post for two 
weeks training were the 90th Inf., 
Texas Reserve; 36th Inf., Texas 
National Guard; 49th Arm. Texas 
National Guard; and the 45th Inf., 
Oklahoma National Guard. 

In addition, many non-divisional 
units from the southwest spent two 
weeks ftraining in the hills of 
Fort Hood.

Information Lack May Affect 
First EM ‘Name’ Assignments 


WASHINGTON — The first phase of the Army’s new “by-name” assignment system 
for all enlisted men—reported in Army Times a month ago and just now getting under 
way—gives every indication that the system as a whole will run smoothly, Pentagon of- 
ficials told Army Times this week. 


The first EM covered by the 
system are those due back in the 
states from oversea duty in No- 
vember, but eventually EM in 
every grade will be brought under 
the system for all assignments. 

Officials have. run into one 
snag, however, which threatens 
success of one of the basic aims 
of the system. Cause of the snag 
is failure of unit personnel sec- 
tions to report complete and ac- 
curate information concerning the 
individual’s secondary MOS. 

A basic aim of the by-name as- 
signment system is to improve and 
individualize the handling of as- 
signments so that EM are given 
jobs which best fit their own 
skills and the Army’s needs. A 








key to meeting this aim is the 
use of secondary MOSs for assign- 
ment of EM whose PMOS is cur- 
rently overstrength or surplus, or 
occasionally -when an EM has a 
PMOS which is not surplus but has 
a secondary skill which is on the 
Army’s list of critical or shortage 
MOSs. If officials at the Pentagon 
who are handling the assignments 
don’t know what the EM’s MOS 
is, they can’t take full advantage 
of the system. 

Since they began working out 
the details for assignments .in this 
first phase, officials have received 
a large number of AOR (Advance 
notice of Oversea Returnees) 
forms which fail to include use- 





Services Send Help 
To Hurricane Areas 


WASHINGTON—The Army this 
week rushed men and equipment 
to the hurricane-swept Florida 
Keys to repair bridges on the 
only highway that links the Keys 
with the mainland. 

Two panel bridge engineer com- 
panies were airlifted by Air Force 
C-130’s to Florida to replace 
bridges washed out by Hurricane 
Donna. The units, both STRAC, 
are the 511th Engr. Co. from Fort 
Campbell, Ky., and the 500th Engr. 
Co. from Fort Bragg, N.C. 

A 220-foot Bailey bridge was 
airlifted from Fort Benning, Ga., 
while the C-130’s brought in sec- 
tions for a 160-foot panel bridge 
from Campbell. Other equipment 
committed to the disaster area in- 
cluded six helicopters sent from 
Benning to Orlando, 11 Navy cop- 
ters working in the Miami area, 
and an Army radio team from Fort 
Stewart, Ga. 

Bragg’s engineers were sent to 
Homestead AFB, in the Miami 
area, and those from Campbell] to 
the Keys, to work out of Mara- 
thon.

IT’S ALREADY too late to cor- 
rect the situation with regard to 
individuals assigned in the first 
wave—those returning from over- 
seas in November. But it can be 
corrected easily for all others, of- 
ficials emphasized. And although 
the unit personnel sections are 
responsible for compiling the in- 
formation and sending it to 
Washington, they can not be 
blamed for this snag. 

Before these forms are filled 
out, a spokesman said, personal 
interviews are conducted with the 
individual scheduled for assign- 
ment.

‘Butts’ Manual’ Drill Revived 
By 30th Infantry at Fort Sill 


FORT SILL, Okla—The “Duck- 
worth Chant,” better known as 
“Jody Cadence,” has become a well- 
established part of military drill, 
especially around the basic train- 
ing centers. of the Army. But how 
many military men have ever heard 
of “Butts’ Manual’’? 

Probably not too many, today, 
and those who have seen or per- 
formed “Butts’ Manual” are either 
from the “Old Army” or have been 
with honor guard units of one 
type or another. 

The 2d BG, 30th Inf. (“Rock of 
the Marne’”’) has revived the Butts’ 
Manual under the guidance of Col. 





John H. Dilley, commanding offi- 
cer, and has found that doing PT 
with rifles can give variety to this 
period. 

Butts’ musical rifle drill was de- 
veloped by Brig. Gen. (Ret.) Ed- 
mund L. Butts when he was a sec 
ond lieutenant prior to the turn 
of the century, and gained almost 
immediate popularity in the Army. 
The drill consists of two sets of 
five exercises each, done to music 
with a service rifle. Considerable 
coordination and timing is neces- 
sary to execute the drill with pre- 
cision and much practice is re- 
quired before a unit the size of a 





Military Saves by Buying 
Drugs Abroad, Senate Told 


WASHINGTON Because of 
the inflexible pricing policies of 
some American drug manufac- 
turers, military purchasing officers 
have been forced to buy in large 
quantities from foreign manu- 
facturers. 

At least five such contracts said 
Adm. William L. Knickerbocker, 
executive director of the Military 
Medical Supply Agency (MMSA), 
have saved nearly $2-million on 
purchases costing a _ total of 
$1,732,000. American drug mak- 
ers, a Senate investigating group 
was told, wanted more than $3.5- 
million to meet government or- 
ders. 

The admiral told the Senate 
Antitrust and Monopoly subcom- 
mittee that MMSA, the services’ 
central medical purchasing medi- 
cal agency, will continue to buy 
abroad because to continue to ig- 
nore foreign orders “may be a vio- 
lation of .existing laws and regu- 
lations.” 

In response to this statement by 
Knickerbocker, the Pharmaceuti- 
cal Manufacturers Association is- 
sued a statement calling the medi- 
cal supply agency’s actions in buy- 
ing foreign drugs a “detriment to 
American labor and the govern- 
ment policy.” The group noted 
that an Italian firm from which 
the agency made purchases in- 
curred no reséarch or promotion 
expenses. 

The statement said the aetion 
illustrates: the potential destrue- 





tion of the incentive for research, 
invention and development. 

The MMSA executive director 
said his purchasing officers would 
prefer to buy American drugs but 
they can’t justify this “unless the 
domestic companies bring their 
prices down to the range of Buy 
American provisions.” These pro- 
visions attempt to equalize prices 
of foreign goods according to the 


differing labor and production 
costs. 
He told the Senate hearing 


American makers of rigidly priced 
drugs have repeatedly refused to 
show the agency their production 
costs. He said that preduction 
cost disclosures are a eommon 
practice. among competing drug 
firms producing what he called 
“non-monopoly drugs.”

them the distinction of being the 
“Rock of the Marne.”

GEN. BUTTS first introduced 
his unique system of rifle drill at 
the first military tournament held 
in Madison Square Garden in 
1896. Troops from Governors Is- 
land led by Lt. Butts were award- 
ed a gold medal by the New York 
Herald for their outstanding per- 
formance at this tournament. 

By the end of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, “Butts’ Manual’ was 
being practiced throughout the 
Army. It went into disuse about 
the period of World War I, how- 
ever, when another system of pre- 
cision drill gained prominence. It 
has been brought to life periodical- 
ly by military men who maintain 
that precision drill sharpens the 
wits and teaches timing and co- 
ordination. 

It is of interest to note that the 
“Butts’ Manual” and the “Cadence 
Drill” constituted the main show 
features of the military demonStra- 
tions that were staged by select- 
ed military personnel at the New 
York World Fair of 1939 and 1940. 

Col. Dilley became interested in 
the drill some years ago and in- 
troduced it to am ROTC unit in 
Georgia while he was PMS&T of 
the school. He had the music re- 
corded and all instructions on each 
position carefully preserved on 
tape. Last month the 2d BG, be- 
gan practicing the historic drill 
and discovered that rifle PT can 
be made enjoyable and simultane- 
ously accomplish the purposes of 
both PT and precision drill.

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Redstone Expected to Carry 
First Astronaut Into Space 


By GENE FAMIGLIETTI 


WASHINGTON — If National Aeronautics and Space Administration plans are suc- 
cessful, an Army Redstone missile will carry a space capsule and an astronaut on a brief 
ride over the Atlantic missile range late this year. 


This U.S. space first will prob- 
ably come closest to matching the 
Russians, who are expected to or- 
bit a man and return him safely 
to earth soon. More than a year 
ago, the deputy director of the 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, Hugh L. Dryden, 
told Congress that the Russians 
have the ability to put a man into 
space before our program is com- 
plete. 

The Redstone will carry the as- 
tronaut capsule to an altitude of 
125 miles and a distance of 200 
miles from Cape Canaveral, NASA 
told the Senate Committee on 
Aeronautical and Space Sciences 
earlier this year 

This flight is expected to last a 
little over 16 minutes. During this 
time, the space agency said, the 
capsule will be ‘accelerated to a 
speed of more than 4000 miles per 
hour. In addition, the capsule will 
have to withstand forces as high 
as six and one-half G’s during 
exit from the earth’s atmosphere 
and as high as 11 G’s when it 
reenters. 

Recent reports have indicated 
that this phase of the astronauts’ 
training program had been de- 
layed But a NASA spokesman told 
Army Times that this was not 
true. The Redstone ride has al- 








ways had a target date of Decem- 
ber, NASA Said. | 


In appropriation hearings, 
the space agency said that the first 
flights of the Redstone-boosted 
capsules would contain only instru- 
ments. Later a capsule with a 
chimpanzee would be flown along 
the same flight path. When all 
systems prove sufficiently relia- 
ble, manned ballistic flight will 
be made. Despite the December 
date for manned flight, these pre- 
liminary flights have not been 
made, 

During the flight, the astronaut 
in the capsule will be subjected 
to more than five times the period 
of weightlessness than was pos- 
sible before. 

“The experience gained by the 
astronaut in the operation of the 
capsule in these relatively short 
flights,” NASA said, “will be ex- 
tremely valuable as part of the 
training progtam for the later 
manned-orbital flights.” 

The ride is regarded as a nec- 
essary step to putting a man into 
orbit on a larger rocket, 
Force’s Atlas. The Atlas ride is 
not expected to come for more 
than a year.

Missile guidance and control 
functions were simulated to repre- 
sent a flight test except that in 
the captive test the missile was 
subjected to even more strenuous 
requirements than is possible dur- 
ing flight. 

Instrumentation recorded data 
on temperature, vibration, stress, 
strain and other factors to com- 
pile information on the perform- 
ance of the missile.

The _ surface-to- 
surface rocket was the first large 
ballistic missile fired by combat 
troops at Cape Canaveral and was 
the first ballistic missile deployed 
overseas.

Earlier this year, the mobile 69- 
foot missile carried a miniature 
television station on a flight at 
White Sands Missile Range, N. M. 
The television station was designed 
to enable a ground commander to 
see the actual target damage in- 
flicted by the missile. 

Housed in a small capsule, the 
camera was ejected from the Red- 
stone during flight. While falling 
to earth, the camera took pictures 
of the missile warhead and result- 
ing damage. 

More than 50 Redstones have 
been fired. Another indicator of 
the missile’s reliability was its use 
as the first stage of the Jupiter C, 
the launching vehicle which placed

Double Standard 


After almost two years of experience 
with “Operation Searchlight” — the Army’s 
incentive awards p — a double stand- 
ard still exists which not only impairs sol- 
dier morale, but partially offsets the suc- 
cess of the program and works against its 
very aims. The double standard is this: 
while civilian employes who suggest ideas 
to save the Army time and money or to 
make work lighter are rewarded for these 
ideas with hard cash, the soldier seldom 
gets more than a commendation letter for a 
workable suggestion. 

The basic idea behind “Operation Search- 
light” is simple: that, given the incentive of 
a worthwhile reward for his extra mental 
labors, the soldier or civilian will work his 
brain overtime to save the Army money. 
The results of the program so far (see our 
story of last week) give more than ample 
proof of the validity of this idea. Even 
if the Army’s official estimate of $18 million 
of “dollar benefits” accruing from less than 
$600 thousand worth of civilian cash awards 
is exaggerated, an argument against the 
program. can hardly be based on figure- 
stretching. The program has been a success, 
and a valuable one. 

But how much more successful might it 
have been, or might it be in the future, if 
the soldier were given a chance to turn his 
ideas into cash instead of bits of paper. In 
the Army soldiers far outnumber civilian 
employes, and yet they contributed only 30 
percent of the suggestions made under the 
program this year. As might be expected, 
the amount of money the Army has saved 
as a result of soldiers’ suggestions is con- 
siderably less than.what it has saved as a 
result of civilian contributed ideas. 

The Army is not to blame, however, for 
this situation. Its officials, from the Secre- 
tary on down, have urged Defense to sponsor 
legislation which would permit the use of 
appropriated funds for military awards. The 
same position has been argued by the Air 
Force. 

Navy, however, has argued against using 
these funds, maintaining that the man in uni- 
form is on duty 24 hours a day and to reward 
him for so-called “overtime” brainstorming 
is to defeat time-honored concepts of duty. 
Defense has accepted Navy’s view, squelch- 
ing the use of appropriated funds for mili- 
tary awards in connection with the “Search- 
light” program. 

Whatever the merits of Navy’s argu- 
ment, we believe it comes out a poor second 
when stacked up against the demonstrated 
success of the civilian incentive award sys- 
tem. 

As the old saying goes, “ye reap what ye 
shall sow.” After sowing cash incentives in 
the civilian field for two years, the Army 
has reaped a fat and handsome harvest. The 
time has come, we think, for the Army to be 
given a chance to work its larger — and 
hence more promising — military acreage. 





Penalty 


Every once in a while, some remnant of 
the Dark Ages sitting in judgment in a court 
of law comes up with the decision that a 
given culprit must “join the Army or go to 
jail.” It doesn’t happen as often now as it 
once did — even judges can learn a bit of 
sense — but it is just as woolly-headed a 
judgment as it has ever been and it ought to 
be knocked down wherever found. 

That’s why we would like to point out to 
Magistrate Milton H. F. Saul of Baltimore 
that the Army is not a dumping ground for 
legal offenders of any stripe. To intimate 
so is insulting to millions of soldiers, living 
and dead. 











‘Who Are You Promoting or Busting?’ 
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New Look at Pro Pay

The announcement that further use of 
the Enlisted Evaluation System is in the 
works is a most welcome one. Those of us 
who remember the statements made about 
EES a couple of years ago by the deputy 
chief of staff for personnel think that 
Step 2 (Step 1, by my accounting, was the 
award of proficiency pay) has been a long 
time in coming. 

Yet there’s a great deal to be said for a 
thorough re-examination of the practice to 
which a very sound concept has, in many 
cases, fallen. 

ESS today consists of two parts, though 
the weight given to each is obviously not 
equal. My own opinion is that cryptana- 
lysts would have a difficult time breaking 
down that code of raw score and composite 
score. 

“« * ~ 

‘THE COMMANDER'S evaluation is Part 
1, as it should be. No one is better quali- 
fied to assess a man’s worth in his job. 
Better yet, he’s required to have expert 
help in determining what Cpl. Joe Doak’s 
qualifications are. Space for both a rater 
and indorser’s grading is provided, the 
rater preferably being Joe’s enlisted super- 
visor. The endorser must be an officer. 
The commander is vested with the veto 
power. He says “yes” or “no”. 

In theory, it’s great. In practice, it comes 
out like this: 

A master sergeant, already receiving pro 
pay, returns from overseas 10 days before 
rating time for the next testing go-round. 
Then begins the old routine that no one 
knows him since he’s new to the organiza- 
tion. Who is going to rate him? 

* . oe 


THE ANSWER: an Army civilian em- 
ploye, the master sergeant’s new super- 
visor. Instead of stating flatly that he can’t 
do a fair job of rating, the civilian, not 
about to stick his neck out, rates all “fairs.” 
Indorser echoes “fairs” and commander 
says “yes.” The evaluation form goes for- 
ward with proficiency test taken by the 
until-now proficient master sergeant. 


Results return. Master sergeant has 
scored very high on test, better than prev- 
ious year, but composite score shows he 
has pulled up short of the cut-off score. No 
pro pay for the coming year, he’s told. 

Complaints to the Inspector General 
launched in January of this year have only 
recently resulted in the decision to allow 
a new evaluation in the master sergeant’s 
former oversea organization. Further, 
even if the new evaluation pulls him over 
the cut-off hump, pro pay will not be retro- 
active: eight months of pro pay the cas- 
ualty of a casual attitude toward enlisted 
evaluation. 

- * “ 

MY CONCLUSION is obvious. DA 
ought and must set a hard and fast regula- 
tion that rater, indorser and commander 
know the person whom they are rating for 
a minimum of six months, preferably long- 
er. All transferring personnel should be 
evaluated before shipment and the form 
entered in their 201 Files. Further, rater, 
indorser and commander should be mili- 
tary, not civilian, supervisors. 

Part 2 is the MOS proficiency test. In 
this instance, recommendations of a gen- 
eral nature are rather difficult because 
each MOS has its own requirements and pe- 
culiarities. 

But in the electronic skills the wide- 
spread complaint is against being tested on 
equipment one may never have seen, much 
less worked on, or have not encountered 
since service school. 


Learning a piece of electronic equip- 
ment from the manuals, where and when 
they’re available, is a very difficult job. 
Operating and maintaining it is the only 
way in which to become proficient ‘in a 
piece of gear. By Army and Signal Corps 
standards today, I am proficient in the 
maintenance and operation of the AN/- 
TRC-29: microwave radio set, yet it might 
be that someone would have to point it 
out to me in a roomful of other sets.

SO, while Gen. Collins points proudly to 
Step 2 in EES, let’s not cover up Step 1 
and let it lie with its obvious deficiencies 
in practical application.

Few Supergrades 


Go to Retreads 


COLUMBUS, Ohio: Reference is 
made to your front page article 
captioned, “Future Promotion Pic- 
ture Improves” in the 31 August 
issue. 

On page 26, the statement is 
made, “It was noted my person- 
nel experts that only four EM, re- 
tiring as officers, held the grades 
of E-8 and E-9. And these four 
were men retiring as warrant of- 
ficers. This indicates that unit 
commanders in the field are bring- 
ing along younger NCOs when they 
get E-8 and E-9 promotion quotas, 
and not giving them to old retreads 
about to retire as officers.” 


As one of those old retreads 
about to retire, but possibly not 
as old as some of the self-styled 
personnel experts who made this 
conclusion, I felt compelled to of- 
fer the following explanation, both 
in the interest of setting the rec- 
ord straight, and furnishing guid- 
ance to our analysts of personnel 
developments. 


The above quotation seems to 
me to indicate a lack of knowl- 
edge of the regulations governing 
promotion to the supergrades, since 
virtually all officers currently serv- 
ing in enlisted status are ineligible 
for promotion because they fail to 
qualify as having eight years cu- 
mulative enlisted service. Second- 
ly, most of the officers RIFed sub- 
sequent to 1 July 1957 were not 
authorized to enlist in a grade 
higher than E-5, thereby making 
them ineligible for promotion to 
E-8 or E-9 up to this time. 

I hate to see Army Times placed 
in a position of publishing infor- 
mation which is somewhat less 
than accurate, which seems to be 
the case in this instance. Those 
of your readers who know the real 
story in this case should be par- 
doned if they have to suppress a 
grin upon reading this analysis 
from the experts. In the interest 
of not erring, I will not attempt 
to try and explain this seemingly 
intentional distortion of facts.

NON-MILITARY SCENE 


| We See Only What 
We Want to See

— in the days when I was a reporter on a daily news- 
paper in Portsmouth, Va., I learned a great and simple 
truth: People see only what they want to see, and they be- 
lieve only what they want to believe. The facts have nothing 
to do with it. 

I covered a court trial in which one witness swore he saw a 
black car doing 70 on the wrong side of the road, while the next 
witness insisted it was a green car doing 40 on the right side of the 
road. Both witnesses were sincerely telling the truth as they saw it. 

Holdup, assault, civil suit, larceny, and disturbing the peace cases 
frequently involved witnesses who saw black where other witnesses 
saw white. It usually wasn’t perjury that caused the conflicting testi- 
mony, the cause frequently was plain human nature. 

This “seeing only what you want to see” phenomenon was brought 
home to me again a few years later, at Griffith Stadium in Washing- 
ton. I was sitting near first base during a Washington-Boston game, 
enjoying the crowd’s reaction to several close plays. Every time the 
umpire called a Washington batter out at first on a close one, the 
Washington rooters were filled with righteous indignation. They 
knew, positively and without qualification, that the runner had beat 
that ball. The Boston rooters, and there were many of them ( Washing- 
ton is loaded with rooters for the visiting team) were just as unswerv- 
ingly positive that the runner was out. Everybody saw the same thing, 
but each saw the play his own way. 

Watch a football player sneak down the sideline sometime, and 
see if half the fans don’t swear, without reservation, that he stepped 
out of bounds way back there, while the rest of the fans proclaim, 
with equally fervent sincerity, that the ball carrier wasn’t even near 
the line.

A BEAUTIFUL EXAMPLE of seeing what you want to see was 
described recently by H. R. Baukhage, who for many years was 
America’s number one radio comentator. More than 45 million people 
used to listen to his World War II news reports every day. 

Baukhage grew up in Lockport, a fairly small town in western 
New York, around the turn of the century. In his adolescence he was 
bitten by the theatrical bug and appeared as an extra in many local 
plays, once even appearing on the stage with Sarah Bernhardt. Bauk- 
hage also was in a play with the great Richard Mansfield, and this is 
how he describes that experience: 

“The play was ‘The Scarlet Letter’ and Mansfield played the 
minister. I was one of 20 New England villagers, and I took-part in 
the big scene, standing right in the front row. That is, right in front 
of the platform on which Mansfield stood — the last row from the 
audience and with my back to them. 

“You recall that the preacher in this scene reveals the fact that 
he is the father of the illegitimate child of the young lady who, ac- 
cording to the custom of the day, was forced to wear the scarlet 
letter. They gave her an ‘A’ for ‘adultry’ — a bright red one. 

“Through a long and moving scene the minister pleads with the 
lady to reveal the name of the seducer. (They were all ‘seducers’ in 
those days.) She steadfastly refused. Finally, at the end of the im- 
passioned plea, followed by a condemnation of the wicked man, Mans- 
field tears at the collar of his shirt. His cue speech was: 

“*And here on the breast of your Minister is the scarlet brand of 
the guilty.’ 

“Of course, I knew he was guilty all the time and a few of the 
audience may have. But we were alf* caught in the spell of his 
splendid acting and when the cue came and Mansfield’s trembling 
fingers tore open his collar, the poorest Thespian among us shud- 
dered as the audience did, at the glaring evidence of guilt upon his 
chest, the scarlet ‘A’. 

“After the curtain went down and we waited silently in the wings 
until the principals took their last bows, I kept thinking about how 
the letter on the minister’s breast loooked. Presumably, it was a 
duplicate of the one worn by his partner in guilt, a blatant, burning 
red ‘A’ on a white background bigger than a sheet of foolscap. 

“Gradually, I recalled that although I could visualize Mansfield’s 
frantic fingers and the look of remorse and agony on his expressive 
face, I couldn’t remember that he actually tore open his shirt — and 
then, I could remember that he didn’t. 

“There hadn’t been any letter there at all. 

“But I’ll swear everybody in the audience saw it as plainly as 
I did.”

What the Economy Kick 
Does to Career Man

A STATE of mind is being engendered in Army 

careerists which, if it continues, could become 
a serious threat to national security. Unfortunate- 
ly, this state of mind, which is also being fostered 
among professionals of other services, is more dan- 
gerous in the Army. In fact, it is a proper state of 
mind in the other services. 

Two words characterize it. They are “econ- 
omy” and “efficiency” as they apply to the day- 
to-day operations of units from squad to field army. 

It is, for example, more efficient on the sur- 
face to send as a replacement a two-year soldier 
who is trained as a gunner in a specific weapon 
than it is to send a two-year soldier who is suffi- 
ciently proficient in the operation of several dif- 
ferent weapons as to be trainable “on-the-job” to 
gunner proficiency status. 


But consider what this does to the soldier, when 
the policy is applied not only to the two-year man 
but to all men entering the Army, especially those 
who intend to make military service a career. 

The potential careerist in, say, the heavy 
weapons infantry field, after his training is sent 
overseas. This 112.1, as he has been classified 
after becoming proficient as a 106mm rifle gunner, 
reports to his first duty station, the support com- 
a of an infantry battle group in Europe or 

orea. 


Months earlier he had been requisitioned, by 
MOS. 


But the 112.1 MOS applies not -only to the re- 
coilless rifle gunner. It also applies to the 4.2-inch 
mortar gunner, the heavy machinegunner and even 
to others, such as the Davy Crockett gunner. 


When this 112.1 reports to the support com- 
pany, the outfit-may have its full complement of 
recoilless rifle gunners. The company commander 
needs mortarmen. The soldier has to start all over 
again almost from scratch to learn to use a com- 
pletely new weapon. 

Of course, it isn’t likely that he’ll be assigned 
as the mortar gunner as soon as he reports. He 
won’t even be assigned as an assistant gunner. 
He’ll be an ammunition bearer, a radio-telephone 
operator, a driver or a combination of these. 

Splitting the 112 MOS into three or four is a 
possible solution. Of course, this increases the 
number of MOSs which must be reported and used 
in administration. It complicates the infantry 








heavy weapons field, too. For while the platoon 
sergeants in the support company must know the 
weapon of their platoons, they must also be pre- 
pared to go on to become first sergeants of support 
companies or else reach a dead end in career de- 
velopment. 

For the sake of economy and efficiency the indi- 
vidual is held back. 


Suppose, instead, the man during his six months 
of training were not merely familiarized with the 
various weapons which, as a 112, he might be ex- 
pected to serve. Suppose he were given a degree 
of training in each weapon which would prepare 
him for specialized training once he got to the unit. 
While serving in the jobs common to all the 
weapons of the support company he could become 
expert with one of the weapons through on-the- 
job training. And this training could easily run 
concurrently with unit training, providing the 
platoon leaders, company commanders and com- 
pany noncdms know their jobs. 

The result would be long-term efficiency in- 
stead of short-term, would be savings in the long 
run because the likelihood of having a usable sol- 
dier who does not require retraining as he is trans- 
ferred from unit to unit is increased if early train- 
ing is broad, 

This is a specific example. But there is in- 
creasingly in the Army an emphasis of getting the 
greatest operating efficiency at the least possible 
cost all the way from the support company to the 
major command. 

Officers no longer are assigned by directed 
MOSs nor can they be kept from a specific type of 
assignment by a prohibited MOS. When an officer 
reports, the question too frequently is not what ex- 
perience does he need to grow as an officer, in- 
creasing his worth to the Army in future years. In- 
stead, the question is what has he done that we 
can assign him in so that the organization will be 
most efficient now and money will be saved. 

For an Army which must be prepared to expand 
if it fights a war, this is a short-sighted policy. 

Yet the Army is forced into this state of mind 
by budget cuts, by demands for efficiency reports 
and operating standards exactly similar to those of 
the other services which will not have to expand 
nearly to the degree the Army will in wartime. 
For the other services, and particularly the SAC of 
the Air Force. are on a near wartime footing now.

A NUMBER of Soviet aircraft have arrived in the Congo, 


and have been placed—together with their double- -. 


sized crews—at the disposal of Mr. Patrice Lumumba for 


the purpose of ferrying troops 
to carry on a civil war against 
Mr. Lumumba’s opponents in 
Kasai province. 

This amounts to unilateral in- 
tervention. in a Congolese civil 
war by the USSR against the ex- 
pressly stated policy of the 
United Nations, which is trying 
to end hostilities in that country 
and restore some semblance of 
peace and order.

Gen. Hinrichs 
Cites Arsenal 


WATERVLIET ARSENAL, N.Y. 
— The Chief of the Ordnance Corps 
has praised Watervliet Arsenal’s 
contribution to a revolutionary gun- 
making process. 

Lt. Gen. John H. Hinrichs told 
the recent American Tool Distribu- 
tors Association meeting in Chicago 
that “autofrettage,” a process by 
which extreme hydrostatic pres- 
sures, built up in a mixture of water 
and glycerin within a gun tube, ex- 
pand and strengthen the tube’s in- 
ner wall to make possible the de- 
sign of cannon far lighter than 
those produced by conventional 
methods. 

In discussing “Modern Tools for 
a Modern Army,” Hinrichs said that 
autofrettage, or “cold-working” is 
being used in the manufacture of all 
the 105mm guns that will arm the 
M-60 tank. 

Experimental work and pilot line 
production of these tank weapons 
was carried out at Watervliet, the 
Ordnance Corps cannon design cen- 
ter. 





Starbird- Promoted 


WASHINGTON—Brig. Gen. .Al- 
fred D. Starbird, Corps of Engi- 
neers, who has been since July 
1955 Director of the Division of 
Military Application, Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, was promoted 29 
August to major general. 


No Soviet aircraft could get 
into the Congo, coming from the 
USSR, without overflying either 
one of the Republics of former 
French Equatorial Africa, or the 
Sudan, or one of two British ter- 
ritories in East Africza (Uganda 
or Tanganyika). 

Nobody is more officious and 
noisy about planes overflying 
other people’s territory than the 
Soviet Union — when _ those 
Planes belong to Western pow- 
ers and are engaged on missions 
the Kremlin doesn’t like. 

It doesn’t require a very long 
memory to recall the repeated 
and brutal Soviet threats ad- 
dressed to the government of 
Austria, for example, on the 
question of U. S. aircraft over- 
flying Austria on their way from 
Germany to the Middle East dur- 
ing the Lebanon affair. Israel 
got- the same treatment about 
British planes flying into Jor- 
dan. 

a + * 

THE. PURPOSE of these 
American and British flights 
was to prevent civil war and 
preserve the independence of 
Lebanon and Jordan against for- 
eign threat. This purpose was 
none of Moscow’s business. But 
Moscow horned in anyway, with 
loud cries about the wickedness 
of neutral countries allowing 
their air space to be used for 
“aggression.” 

Now, however, Moscow is 
using somebody’s air space with- 
out so much as “by your leave” 
—for a purpose which can cer- 
tainly be described in terms as 


strong as aggression and direct 
interference in the internal af- 
fairs of a state virtually under 
United Nations protection. 

This statement requires no 
proof. All you need is a map of 


Europe and a map of Africa. 
The planes have been seen in 
the Congo by reliable reporters. 
They are there. They flew 
there. So they flew through air 
space of two nations at least, 
and probably more, without per- 
mission. 

If there is to be another ses- 
sion of the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil on the Congo question, as is 
now rumored, surely one ques- 
tion should be put very insist- 
ently to the distinguished dele- 
gate of the USSR—whose air 
space did your planes violate on 
the way to the Congo? 

Meanwhile, in the interest of 
peace and order, all. the coun- 
tries concerned might busy 
themselves with measures de- 
signed to prevent any more such 
unauthorized Soviet overflights 
of their territory.

R&D Lease Plan Offered 
To Defense Contractors 


CHICAGO — A special research 
and development lease plan~for 
companies engaged in government 
contract work was announced this 
week by Nationwide Leasing Com- 
pany of Chicago. 

The R&D lease features terms 
of from three to five years, accord- 
ing to Robert Sheridan, president. 
A cancellation clause is available 
if desired, he added. This is the 
first standard cancellation clause 
to be offered in lease contracts, 
Sheridan said. Leases may range 
from $25,000 to $1 million or more. 

Both standard and custom-built 
equipment may be leased under 
the R&D Lease, Sheridan said. 
Types of equipment that can be 
leased include: environmental test 
equipment, electronic gear, busi- 
ness machine and office equipment, 
machine tools, general production 
equipment, laboratory equipment, 
and processing equipment. 

Sheridan said that the plan was 
an outgrowth of his company’s ex- 

erience of the past few years in 
easing equipment to firms engaged 





in government contract work, 
primarily in defense areas. Nation- 
wide has leased approximately 
$3.4 million worth of equipment 
te defense contractors. 

“The purpose of this R&D lease 
plan is to enable companies to 
participate in the great research 
and development program now 
underway without tying up work- 
ing capital they need for their 
normal operations,” Sheridan said. 
“There has been great need for a 
plan by which companies could 
avoid investing their capital in 
equipment which, by the nature of 
R&D work, may be useless to them 
at the end of their contract term 
or, in some instances, even before 
that. The R&D lease enables com- 
panies (1) to obtain the use of 
all the equipment they need to 
fulfill a contract, (2) to obtain it 
without investing their own capital, 
(3) to tailor payments and length 
of the lease to their contracts, and 
(4) to obtain the best possible 
protection against early cancella- 
tion of the contract.”

Health Insurance, 
Injury Bills OK'd 


WASHINGTON—Several important Federal employee bills fell 
by the wayside at the windup of Congress, but others were approved 
that should assuage disappointment in the failure of the travel allow- 


ance bill to win final approval. 

Okayed were bills to liberalize 
Government employees’ injury 
compensation benefits and the 
measure to provide a health in- 
surance program for retired Gov- 
ernment workers. 


The President has also signed 
into law the Morrison bill to give 
Defense employees the same 
special allowance and fringe bene- 
fits as Foreign Service employees, 
which means: 

Reimbursing employees for up 
to three months temporary 
lodgings after they first arrive 
overseas and the same allowance 
for 30 days before returning 
home. ‘ 


Paying utility bills, in addi- 
tion to quarters allowances. 

Paying transportation expen- 
ses back to the states for de- 
pendent children attending 
secondary schools or college. 

Providing home leave, in ad- 
dition to annual leave, at the 
rate of one week for each 24 
months overseas, at the discre- 
tion of the agencies with Civil 
Service drafting the rules. 


Failing to pass were bills to in- 
crease Government employee max- 
imum travel allowances from $12 
to $15 a day and relieving Federal 
workers of civil liability in suits 
arising from accidents while driv- 
ing Government vehicles, on which 
some action had been taken. 


The travel allowance bill passed 
both the House and Senate, with 
both bodies in agreement on 
raising the present maximum. The 
point is dispute was the House’s 
action in raising the 10-cent auto- 
mobile mileage rate to 12 cents 
while the Senate retained the 10- 
cent rate. 

The administration sided with 
the Senate. No compromise could 
be reached.

THE LIBERALIZATION of cash 
benefits in cases of Federal 
workers who are disabled or killed 
on the job will be effective Oct. 
1. The increases will be 30 per 
cent on those cases which went on 
the rolls before 1946; 20 per cent 
between 1946 and 1951, and 10 per 
cent since 1951. 

The minimum rate for total dis- 
ability will go from $112.50 to $180 
a month, and the minimum death 
benefits for widows only from 
$67.50 to $108, and from $105 to 
$168 for a widow and two children.

CIVILIAN JOBS face a one. per 
cent cut throughout Army, Navy 
and Air Force. Jobs will be 
abolished as they are vacated to 
adjust to President Eisenhower's 
goal to reduce overall civilian jobs 
in Defense. 

The Budget Bureau rejected an 
appeal by the Department for total 
exemption from the order. 

Since both presidential candi- 
dates have proposed more defense 
spending, the President’s 3 per 
cent job cut directive may be can- 
celed for the Defense Department 
after next Jan. 20.

IT HAS BEEN reported that an 
average of 30,000 jobless Federal 
employees a week are drawing un- 
employment compensation bene- 
fits.

The length of the jobless bene- 
fits depend on the maximum bene- 
fits in each State for private 


industry workers. Generally the 
maximum is 26 weeks. As long as 
a jobless employee registers for 
reemployment and is considered an 
applicant in the labor market, he 
or she is eligible for jobless bene- 
fits. 
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Kentucky 
May Ease 


Bonus Law 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Ken- 
tucky’s new bonus law may 
be changed this month to ex- 
tend eligibility to veterans 
residing outside the state. 

Gov. Bert Combs last week 
called a special session of the Leg- 
islature for 19 September to con- 
sider allowing out-of-state Kentucky 
veterans to share in the bonus. 

The bonus, approved in a refer- 
endum last 3 November, is theoreti- 
cally payable to qualified veterans 
of four wars: the Spanish American 
War, World, War I, War II and 
the Korean War. However, a resi- 
dency requirement eliminated 
those who did not live in Kentucky 
on the date of the vote. 

All payments meanwhile have 
been blocked by three lawsuits at- 
tacking the validity of the law. In 
spite of the delay, the state wants 
all resident veterans to file their 
applications as soon as possible. 

State authorities also have in- 
vited all present non-residents who 
went to war as Kentucky residents 
to apply for the bonus. It is be- 
lieved that some might be paid 
under a liberal interpretation of 
the existing law, while others~may 
become eligible as a result of action 
by the legislature.

AVC Urges Vet 
Aid Improvement 
For Minorities 


WASHINGTON —A study team 
of American Veterans Committee 
(AVC) this week recommended 
amending of GI Bill benefit laws 
to protect the rights~of Negro 
veterans and servicemen. 

The 40-man AVC team made an 
“audit” earlier this year of prac- 
tices in Defense installations, Vet- 
erans Administration hospitals and 
VA regional offices covering 22 
localities in 14 states, south and 
north. At active service installa- 
tions they found the picture not 
perfect but “encouraging.” 

In the south, AVC reported, 
many Negro veterans were un- 
aware of certain benefit provisions. 
It was found that educational 
benefits were obtained more easily 
than other GI benefits, but few 
were able to take advantage of 
VA loan guaranty rights. 


New legislation, the AVC group 
recommended, should provide for 
direct business and farm loans 
similar to the direct home Ioan 
program in areas that lack ade- 
quate private financing. Also, a 
priority listing should be assigned 
to “Negro veterans and other mi- 
nority group veterans regardless 
of where they live,” who are un- 
able to obtain business and farm 
loans from lending institutions, the 
group urged. 





Among the recommendations 
were a number of other admin- 
istrative and legislative moves 


which would aid veterans in secur- 
ing rights in the fields of housing, 
employment, and education. 

The AVC team reported finding 
evidence of segregation in some 
states in the National Guard, in 
reserve units of all the armed serv- 
ices and in some local civilian de- 
fense units. AVC’s national board 
will be urged to investigate these 
organizations next year to deter- 
mine the “exact nature and extent 
i indicated discriminatory prac-

For Moon Research 


WASHINGTON — A military scientist says it’s high 
time the United States starts studying conditions under 
which American space men will have to operate after they 
reach the moon. 

Guilford G. Quarles, chief scien- 
tist for the army engineers, said 
it is imperative that work start at 
once on a lunar construction re- 
search facility, 4 

This development would simu- 
late the.moon’s radiation, temper- 
ature, atmospheric and other sur- 
face conditions. 

Speaking to an industry sym- 
posium on missile support equip- 
ment, Quarles said: 

“Despite the fact that work on 
boosters capable of placing large 
payloads on the moon is receiving 
a priority commensurate with the 
established requirement, research 
and development required to oper- 
ate effectively in a lunar environ- 








ment is not proceeding with the 
same urgency. 

“There is no program being un- 
dertaken today, either by the De- 
partment of Defense or the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration, to study simulated 
conditions which are necessary for 
research, testing and training prior 
to any attempts at manned lunar 
landing and exploration.” 

Quarles took note of Army Engi- 
neer plans, announced recently, to 
build a 33-foot diameter moon en- 
vironmental chamber and later a 
$100 million laboratory to simulate 
lunar conditions. i 

He said there is almost no limit 
to the engineering problems that 
must be solved on earth before man 
can work and live on the moon.

Guard Was Called 
Out 20 Years Ago 


WASHINGTON—The largest mass mobilization of 
manpower in U.S. history began 20 years ago this week 
when President Franklin D. Roosevelt ordered out the 
National Guard to prepare the nation for World War II. 

On the continent of Europe, France had fallen. The Battle 
of Britain was raging. On the other side of the world, Japan was 
marching into Southeast Asia. Yet, militarily, the U.S. was virtually 
unprepared to defend itself. 

Then on 16 Sept. 1940, the first National Guard units were or- 
dered up. Within eight months the Guard brought 300,000 men to 
active duty. Robert Patterson, wartime Under Secretary of War, 
declared that these men “doubled the strength of the Army at once, 
and their presence in the field gave the country a sense that it had 
passed the lowest ebb.”

THE GUARD of 1940 could hardly compare with today’s trained, 
well-equipped. units. News articles of the time reported “in few 
areas were there enough uniforms, and in no instance was there a 
sufficiency of arms.” 

Guardsmen entered training maneuvers using sticks for machine 
guns, stovepipes for artillery pieces, trucks for tanks. But when 
they entered combat little more than a year later, they performed like 
veterans. 

The Guard took 18 divisions to the field. Nine went to Europe 
and to the Pacific. By the war’s end 82,000 enlisted Guardsmen 
had won commissions, and at least 20 were awarded the Medal of 
Honor. 

* a 

THE LESSONS learned from those discouraging early days have 
apparently not been forgotten. Today, the 400,000-man National 
Guard has 21 infantry and six armored divisions, plus hundreds of 
separate combat and support units. 

As in 1940, it would again double the combat strength of the ac- 
tive Army, but today its weapons include modern tanks, atomic 
weapons and missiles. 

The Air National Guard, represented by a few observation squad- 
rons in 1940, now includes 72,000 men operating 24 combat wings 
equipped with supersonic jet fighters and four-engine transports. 

Today, Guardsmen man Nike defenses in many major cities 
while Air Guardsmen fly interceptor missiles as part of the nation’s 
air defense network. 

From wooden guns te missiles and jets, the National Guard has 
made tremendous strides in 20 years. Army and Air Force leaders 
report the National Guard has reached the highest state of com- 
bat readiness in peacetime history, ready to move into position not 
behind; they say, but with, the active forces.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala.: I am a re- 
tired member of U.S. Army. In 
the 20 August issue I read the 
mouthings of some civilian em- 
ploye under caption “Some NCOs 
Lazy, Civilian Claims.” 


First, I think this civilian has 
overstepped himself in passing 
judgment on any member of the 
Army, who is wearing the uni- 
form. We have many men in the 
service who are less than energetic 
and many who are angle shooters 
and are only “in for the ride.” 
However, in my 20 years of serv- 
ice it was my opportunity to see 
ps civilian angle shooters at work 
also.

I am not ready 
to believe that the Army, any 
member of the Army or any other 
member of other military services 
needs advice from this civilian 
employes, that because they have 
managed to find jobs in our estab- 
lishment now wish to take over.

Why is it that a first sergeant, 
an operations sergeant, an intelli- 
gence sergeant, an AADCP ser- 
geant and a SAGE sergeant all 
take the same tests?

Now Occupies Over 3300 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.—Over the past 70 years, the ‘name Fort Sam Houston 
has become increasingly familiar throughout the United States and, more recently, 
throughout the world. Last week marked the anniversary of that name. 


The Army at San Antonio and 
the city itself have matured to- 
gether, each complementing the 
other, since long before a band of 
Texans chose to die for their rights 
in a church building called the 
Alamo. As far back as 1718, troops 
roved the area, giving protection 
to Spanish missionaries and stamp- 
ing out Indian and outlaw dangers 
that discouraged settlement of the 
frontier land. For these troops, 
barracks were erected around the 
Plaza de las Armas—later called 
Military Plaza. 

However, with the turning of 
Texas to statehood and the arrival 
of more and more “blue coats,” 
Military Plaza became inadequate. 
City fathers of the time saw need 
for a “better and more permanent 
location for the military” if the 
Army was to remain as protector, 
and as guardian angel of the local 
economy. Subsequently, in 1870, 
the city of San Antonio donated 
40 acres of land on “Government 
Hill” on which to build the “Post 
of San Antonio.” 

Six years later, construction of 
the post began. From blocks of 
locally-quarried stone, a massive

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No Further MOS 
Breakdown Planned 


W.,.SHINGTON—The Army now 
is studying, it was reported this 
week, what impact new heavy 
weapons will have on combat 
MOSs, and whether it will be 
forced to “fragment” some of them 
and create new specialties. 

However, the Army has no in- 
tent at the present time to sepa- 
rate, by MOS identification, mor- 
tar crewmen from recoilless rifle- 
men. The Army’s views were set 
forth in answer to a series of 
questions by Army Times after re- 
ports had been received from the 
field that, in a few cases, com- 
manders were not getting men 
with the proper skills after re- 
quisitioning men by MOS number. 

In reply to an inquiry on 
whether the Army was consider- 
ing shaking out and increasing the 
number of combat MOSs, the Army 
said: 

* > o 

“THE ARMY enlisted structure 
is not a static classification tool. 
It is designed so that it can be 
changed to reflect changes in 
Army organization and operational 
concepts and advancing technology 
in weapons, communications and 
transportation. To this end, the 
structure is subjected to continual 
review and revision. 

“Revisions take three general 
forms: (1) MOS elimination, (2) 
MOS consolidation and (3) MOS 
f-agmentation or ‘shred out.’ An 





MOS is eliminated when the job 
it identifies is no longer required 
by the Army. For instance, there 
is no longer an MOS for a horse- 
shoer. 

“MOSs are consolidated when 
on-the-job analysis shows that the 
skills, knowledge and duties of 
men with two or more different 
MOS are, in fact, essentially the 
same. Within the past year, MOS 
261 (Atomic Weapons Electrical 
Assembler), 263 (Atomic Weap- 
ons Nuclear Assembler) and 431 
(Atomic Weapons Mechanical As- 
sembler) were consolidated into 
MOS 436 (Nuclear Weapons As- 
sembler). 

“MOS are fragmented or ‘shred 
out’ when the requirements in a 
particular job group become too 
much for one individual to ab- 
sorb and function with the re- 
quired degree of skill. Increases 
in the number of missile and mis- 
sile operations associated MOSs 
over the past 10-year period illus- 
trate this aspect of keeping of 
the MOS structure abreast of the 
times.”

THERE NOW ARE 438 3-digit 
MOSs listed in the revision of 
AR 611-201 dated 15 June 1960. 
There are currently 44 MOSs in 
the combat areas. The Army said 
that there could be no forecast at 
the present time as to the results 
of all the current studies.

long since fulfilled, they are now 
subject to the loss of their retired 
pay under the provisions of the 
Hiss Act. 

Congress has been told: that men 
convicted of treason and other high 
crimes against the national security 
would not benefit by the adminis- 
tration amendment to the Hiss Act. 
As far as servicemen are concerned, 
the amendment is directed mainly 
at relieving men who were con- 
victed of crimes which could carry 
a maximum sentence of one year 
and one day in confinement. 

7 - + 

THIS IS THE CRUX of the 
amendment. Many men were not 
given this confinement sentence. 
In fact, in many cases no confine- 
ment was meted out. But by the 
fact that the maximum penalty for 
the specific crime “could” carry 
such a sentence, the man falls 
within the purview of the Hiss 
Act. This is the reason the Defense 
Department has called the act a 
“gross injustice.” 

The injustice is illustrated by the 
fact that the man may have served 
his sentence, whether by confine- 
men or fine or both, yet years 
later, after honorable service, he 
again is penalized by loss of re- 
tired pay, sometimes in amounts 
in extreme excess of the fines he 
may have had to pay under his 
original sentence.

In effect denying any favoritism 
in officer selection or that an of- 
|ficer could be slipped into a list 
| without action of a selection board, 
Porter also said: 

“I can assure you that all of the 
men in the active Army whose 
names were not published in the 
origina] list and who were subse- 
quently promoted were actually 
chosen by the original board of of- 
ficers that met.” 

This, a Pentagon official ex- 
plained, would have to be so be- 
cause they were selected from be- 
low the zone. Standby boards, 
sometimes appointed after an 
origina] board is through, consider 
only those officers in the zone of 
consideration who might have 
missed promotion because of wrong 
date of ranks or some other reason. 

An Army spokesman admitted 
that maybe the men whose names 
were not published should have 
been notified sooner but, like Gen. 
Porter, he insisted that there was 
no urgency and no maliciousness 
was intended. 

This spokesman also stated: 

“Secretary Brucker wants to be 
sure that officers have faith in the 
integrity in officer promotion. 
That is his primary concern.” 

It will be Secretary Brucker’s 
decision on whether the present 
way of announcing names picked 
by selection boards is continued 
and whether names withheld 
should be published as soon as 
possible and the officers notified 
quicker. 

At the present time, it looks as 
if some changes will be made if 
needed to prevent any suspicion 
about selection board actions. 

New circulars, the Army said, 
cannot be printed for each man. 
But their names could be an- 
nounced in a short newspaper 
release, others outside of the Army

The Hiss Act was enacted 1 
Sept. 1954 to deprive Alger Hiss 
of his retired pay after he had been 
convicted of perjury in denying 
that he had revealed government 
secrets. 

But the legislation, as passed, 
went much further when it reached 
out to include all federal employes 
and military personnel who might 
have been convicted of dozens of 
crimes not within the scope of the 
national security. n 


kh tik hataasal We lee bo- 
came apparent to both civilian and 
military, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, in behalf of the administra- 
tion, requested the Senate and 
House to introduce a bill that 
would amend the Hiss Act to be 
binding only on cases involving the 
national security. 

The Senate bill (S-91) never _ 
the Senate. The House passed its 
bill (HR-4601) and sent it to the 
Senate. The Senate Committee on 
Post Office and Civil Service re- 
ported it out favorably. It was de- 
bated on the Senate floor on 12 
May of this year. 

At that time Sen. John J. Wil- 
liams, (R. Del.), argued that the 
bill went too far in granting relief 
to men convicted of crimes. He 
cited 17 cases, all concerning civil- 
ian government workers, charging 
that the bill under consideration 
would restore retirement benefits 
unwisely.

IF THE BILL passed, Williams 
said, we would “be putting back 
on the retirement rolls every pub- 
lic official who in the last several 
years has been convicted of any 
wrongdoing, such as embezzle- 
ment, bribery, forgery, or any other 
crime, in connection with his of- 
ficial duties.” 

By his motion Williams sent the 
bill back to the committee for 
further study. On 10 June the com- 
mittee unanimously reported out 
the measure without amendment. 
The committee reported that all 
interested Government agencies 
held a strong and unyielding posi- 
tion in favor of the bill. 

It went‘on the Senate calendar 
and looked as if it might die as 
the Congress approached adjourn- 
ment for the conventions. But the

short August session gave it a re 
prieve. About a week before Con- 
gress finally adjourned, early this 
month, a move was made to take 
the bill off the Senate calendar 
and give it further consideration. 
But the move did not develop and 
the bill died on the calendar—so 
near and yet so far from enact- 
ment and relief.

IT IS ALMOST certain that the 
Civil Service Commission, with the 
backing of many government agen- 
cies, will again request Congress 
to take up the measure when it 
reconvenes in January 1961. But 
with a newly elected Congress, it 
becomes necessary for the bill to 
go through the entire Congressional 
routine, including hearings, de- 
bates, conferences and voting. 

While the new bill may have a 
No. 1 priority among Civil Service- 
legislation it is not likely that the 
bill will be introduced in Congress 
until after the new President takes 
office on 20 January. 

Under the Hiss Act, the Comp- 
troller General had ruled that a 
man punished by a court-martial 
for a crime which could call for a 
sentence of more than 2 years con- 
finement, fell under the jurisdiction 
of the Hiss Act. It made no differ- 
ence whether or not the court gave 
the man the maximum sentence, or 
in fact, whether the court itself 
had the power to mete out such 
a sentence. As long as the crime 
was punishable by that length of 
confinement the Comptroller Gen- 
eral said that law applied.

THUS, many men with minor 
military infractions on their rec- 
ords still are threatened by loss 
of retirement pay as long as the 
His Act remains on the law books 
in its present form. While very few 
men have suffered the loss of pay 
as yet, there are a great many on 
the verge of retirement who face 
that possibility unless Congress 
acts in the next session. These men, 
who entered the service to fight in 
World War II, are reaching the 20- 
year retirement time in ever in- 
creasing numbers. 

The Defense Department is urg- 
ing the men to delay their retire- 
ment in hopes that Congress will 
enact relief legislation next year. 





Well-Armed STRAC 
In Near Future 


WASHINGTON — STRAC units 
—already composed of 115,000 
well-armed crack troops—are in 
the process of getting better weap- 
ons, more modern equipment, Lt. 
Gen. T. J. H. Trapnell, STRAC 
commander said this week. 

Trapnell gave a run-down of the 
weapons which will boost STRAC’s 
striking force beyond its present 
high level. The run-down included 
the following: 

® The new M-14 rifle is present- 
ly being put in the hands of the 
101st Airborne Division to replace 
four weapons now in use, 

@ The M-60 machine gun will 
soon replace older .30 caliber ma- 
chine guns.

In the village of Changpa-ri, near the Imjin River, a school is being built. This is the 


story of how it came to be. 

Changpa-ri is a small village 
The inhabitants are farmers for 
the most part. From the crest of 
a nearby hill, one can look in any 
direction and see the scars of the 
Korean War, for the village is lo- 
cated only four miles from the 
Demilitarized Zone, where some of 
the bitterest fighting in the _his- 
tory of warfare took place. 

Of the 40-odd villages that ex- 
isted in the area surrounding this 
village, one structure stood as a 
grim reminder of the destructive 
powers of today’s tools of war in 
1953. Out of over 2000 stone and 
brick buildings, the bank vault of 
Changdan was the only thing that 
withstood the shelling and explo- 
sives. 

Not only were the homes and 
businesses of these péople de- 
stroyed, but also the materials. 
Trees over a man’e head are a 
rarity, and the brick kilns with 
their distinctive smoke stacks have 
disappeared. Stone quarries re- 
quire tools, and equipment; the 
war effort converted these to guns 
and bullets.

THEN, in 1953, almost the same 
place where it began, the war 
stopped. The youthful nation of 
Korea had been put to the test, 
defended its rights and once again 
was free. 

The villagers’ first thoughts were 
their farm lands and their homes. 
But, also realizing the importance 
of education, the people of Chang- 
pa-ri worked earnestly and pro- 
vided their children with a make- 
shift school. One building, 20 x 60 
feet, to accommodate over 300 
children

INDIVIDUAL offerings totaling

the site. The men also did the 
blasting at the rock quarry, and 
40 loads of stone were transported 
to Changpa-ri. 

The lumber was donated by the 
battle group and will be shaped 
and cut by the local “on-limits” 
mill in Kumpa-ri. The plans were 
drawn by a member of the Paju- 
gun Education Office. 

Now, all that remains is the 
piecing together of the materials. 
Soon, Changpa-ri will have its 
school. 

The men of the 8th Cavalry can- 
not rightfully say, “we gave this 
school,” nor can the citizens of 
Changpa-ri say, “we did it our- 
selves.” 

Both Koreans and Americans 
worked together in the coopera- 
tive spirit that will keep both our

BOOK, “The War,” by 
Louis L. Snyder, professor of 
history at the City College. of 
New York, is a sheer delight to 
read. One could sum up the re- 
view of this documented history 
of our role in World War II, by 
saying that is is an exciting, 
swift-paced narrative, with many 
shrewd and provocative refer- 
ences to man and man-made 
events. 

But the immense labor in- 
volved just to assemble the fact- 
ual record, as done by the au- 
thor, deserves more than that. 
One cannot look upon the whole 
panorama of men and events 
that existed during the reigns of 
Hitler and Mussolini without say- 


ing in a Monday-quarterback 
manner, what fantastic years 
they were. 


The reviewer feels that here 
is the first book to compress the 
entire history of War II into one 
superbly readable and authori- 
tative volume. It is a masterpiece 
of historic reporting that deals 
with every phase of the most de- 
structive war in the history of 
mankind, from the events and 
causes leading up to it, the bat- 
tle strategy on both sides to the 
momentous conferences, the war 
crimes trials, the peace treaty 


negotiations and events that fol- 


lowed. 
* ~ - 
THERE IS no question but 
what thousands of tomes have 


been written—by participants of 
both sides—to explain, 
or analyze the war. But here, for 
the first time, is the total story, 
told by a writer with a never- 
before captured fascination. This 
is history made valid and vital, 
written with drive and power by 
one who knows his facts. It is 
not gloss to say that this excit- 
ing narrative provides in one 
volume a unique and compre- 
hensive history of the highlights 
of American military achieve- 
ments and failures in both world 
wars, 

Every important battle, each 
major campaign, is described 
and analyzed with clarity and 
precision, to the delight of the 
reader. The action is fast paced, 
and the leaders, gifted, heroic or 
bumbling, are brought vividly to 
life.

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How Will Posterity Look at Ike? 


ORDEAL OF THE PRESIDENCY, by David Cushman Coyle, Public Affairs 


Press, Washington, D.C. $6.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER, about to become a 

private citizen again, will retire with a record 

of popularity while in office which has been ac- 

corded to few Chief Executives. How will he be 
treated by posterity? 

According to the reasoning of David Cushman 
Coyle, in his fascinating review of the public ap- 
praisal of our 10 “most maligned Presidents,” he 
hasn’t a very good chance to be revered by pos- 
terity. 

“Washington,” says Mr. Coyle, “was the first to 
experience the unpleasant fact that the chief serv- 
ant of the American people often finds he has a 
cruel master. He was also the first to illustrate the 
principle that Presidents whom future generations 
will consider great are usually given the roughest 
treatment while in office.” 

Eisenhower, like Washington, came into office 
as a military hero. Unlike Washington and Presi- 
dent Grant, another victorious general, who was 
viciously attacked while in office, Eisenhower’s 
military record seemed to keep him immune from 
popular disapproval. 

Washington’s last days in office were embitter- 
ed by the villification he suffered and one publica- 
tion, “Aurora,” on the day he left office, thanked 
the Lord and declared “, . . the man who is the 
source of all the misfortunes of the country is this 
day reduced to the level with his fellow citizens 
and is no longed possessed of the power to multiply 
evils upon the United States ... the name of Wash- 
ing this day ceases to give cufrency to political in- 
iquity and to legalize corruption ... this day ought 
to be a Jubilee in the United States.” 

Criticism continued while he lived. Only 
when he died did his enemies cease reviling him. 
Coyle comments that although he was at last “al- 
lowed to rest in peace” even by the opposition 


press, “not all his successors have been so for- 
tunate.” 
The 10 “most maligned” of our Presidents 


chosen by Mr. Coyle did not include Grant, al- 
though some of the most brutal and revolting car- 
toons were published during his administration, 
but there are many illustrious names from Wash- 
ington to Franklin Roosevelt who proved a shining 
mark for bitter attack. Coyle does not discuss as- 
sault with lethal weapons but says some of the villi- 
fiers expressed the opinion verbally that the object 
of their hatreds should be killed. 


This anthology of vitriolics makes a unique 
contribution to history and reveals what an ordeal 
the Presidency may be and often has been, from 
the very beginning of the Republic. The book is 
excellent reading and some of the critics are by no 
means dull, for they include such experts as Mark 
Twain, Washington Irving, and Jefferson. Mark 
Twain was one of those who camped on Teddy 
Roosevelt’s trail—along with many less talented 
and much more belligerent sharp shooters. H. L. 
Mencken let loose his acid aspersions on F.D.R. 


Did Frogman Crabb 
Spy for U.S. Navy? 


FROGMAN SPY by J. Bernard Hut- 
ton.

ON April 16, 1956, Lt. Comdr. Lionel “Buster” 

Crabb, RNVR, slipped into the waters of 
Stokes Bay, near Portsmouth, England. Failure 
of the famous frogman to return from his dive, 
undertaken when Russian warships were nearby 
touched off. considerable speculation in the Brit- 
ish and world press and finally led to debate in 
the Hcuse of Commons. 

Officially, Crabb was declared dead 14 months 
after he embarked on his “last” dive. A body 
washed ashore clad in diving gear identical with 
that which Crabb wore was declared to be his. 

“Frogman Spy” is the exciting story of what 
is really supposed to have happened to Crabb. 
The book holds that he was captured by the Rus- 
sians, carried to Moscow, imprisoned and finally 
persuaded to join the Russian navy under a new 
name. The story is based on a copy of a top se- 
cret official Soviet dossier of the Crabb case. The 
documentation was stolen from files within one of 
the Iron Curtain countries. 

The story is essentially English; however, 
the Russians tried hard to get Crabb to say he was 
working for U.S. Naval Intelligence on the dive. 
The methods used to break him down are detailed 
in the story. He did not ever acknowledge that he 





was working for the United States,

The 
Air Force Association publica- 
tion presents the Democratic 
and Republican platforms with 
this comment: “Politics in the 
partisan sense is outside the pur- 
view of the Air Force Associa- 
tion and this magazine. But the 
question of national security is 
the focal point of AFA interest 
and, under our form of govern- 
ment, the quality, scope, and di- 
rection of national defense mat- 
ters cannot be isolated from the 
political area.” Free and open 
public discussion of defense mat- 
ters, AIR FORCE says, is an 
essential prerequisite of intelli- 
gent political debate in a presi- 
dential election year.

Former Army Chief of Staff 
Gen. J. Lawton Collins says in 
the General Electric DE- 
FENSE QUARTERLY that we 
must remember the military 
lessons we learned in Korea. 
“We should maintain mobile 


forces,” Collins says, “ready 
to move to any threatened 
place.” As he sees it, the 


Army’s major weakness today 
is its lack of mobility and the 
gradual obsolescence of its 
weapons.

Nothing About Jazz

Bevevas it’s a good idea now and 
then to listen to what some other 
people believe to be music, I made like a 
martyr this week and listened to many new popular 
music LPs (excluding, of course, all rock ’n’ roll 
noise because martyrdom of this kind can go only 
so far). So for your possible interest, this jazz 
music column is going to be like way out because it 
is not going to contain anything about jazz. 


FEMALE SINGERS: Margaret Whiting does a 
fine job with the “Jerome Kern Song Book” (Verve 


4039 and 4040). Good 
tunes dating from 1927 
(the Show Boat score) to 
1944 (Long Ago and Far 
Away) ... Dakota Sta- 
ton, slurps through some 
good standards on “Soft- 
ly” (Capitol 1427) and, 
to my taste, comes out 
like one part Dinah 
Washington and three 
parts saccharine. Ar- 
rangements by Benny 
Carter are unobtrusively 
warm and wise, however 
s Newcomer Nancy ee 
Wilson, an _ attractive 

and unpretentious girl, WHITING 
gives her all on “Like in Love” (Capitol 1319) with 
the help of Billy May arrangements but her vibrato 
is sometimes disconcerting ... A more appealing 
singer, one who always sings in tune, a rare and al- 
ways welcome characteristic for female singers, is 
Mavis Rivers (The Simple Life, Capitol 1409), Mav- 
is has no annoying vibrato, has good time, taste, and 
the songs here are good ones. Accompaniment is 
exceptionally good . . . Another musically aware 
singer, though a brassier one, is Fran Warren, who 
is helped by snappy arrangements by Ralph Burns 
and Al Cohn on “Something’s Coming” (Warwick 
2012). Fran sings “What Is There To Say?” nicely 
. . . - Dinah Shore exudes natural well-scrubbed 
healthy charm and obviously enjoys singing al- 
though she does not sing very well. But she can 
create a cozy mood for some, I suppose, and I would 
think “Dinah Sings, Previn Plays” is one of her 
best records (Capitol 1422). Pianist Previn’s ac- 
companiment is very able, indeed, and Dinah seems 
to be in tune most of the time . . . June Christy’s 
“The Cool School” (Capitol 1395) isn’t bad, al- 
though sometimes her singing smacks of style for 
style’s sake. It’s not her best record .. . Felicia 
Sanders sings the songs of Kurt Weill rather dra- 
matically (Time 20007) though not as overripely 
as some who excel in this supper club approach 
. . . Many young women sing like Susan Barrett 
(A Little Travelin’ Music, Capitol 1412). More 
show biz than musician, if you dig. But perhaps 
she would be a smash in a Broadway musical 
comedy ... Anna Marie Alberghetti essays a va- 
riety of styles, none even moderately hip, on 
“Warm and Willing” (Capitol 1379). Her singing 
would probably knock Ed Sullivan out, though.

MALE SINGERS: It is no strain to recommend 
David Allen Sings the Music of Jerome Kern 





(World Pacific 1295) or “Nice ’n’ Easy” by Frank 
Sinatra (Capitol 1417). Both men are musicianly 
singers. Another decent set is “Jackie Paris Sings 
the Lyrics of Ira Gershwin” (Time 70009) even 
though this is not the former guitarist’s best album. 


LAS VEGAS ROUTINES: Tony Pastor’s 
“Shakin’ Up Vegas” (Capitol 1415) may be real 
jazzy to the Las Vegas crowd but it strikes me as 
pretty shoddy stuff, particularly when one recalls 
the good dance band Pastor fronted in recent years 
(as on “Let’s Dance with Tony Pastor,” Roulette 
25024). Oh, yes, they pay well for this kind of 
stuff in Vegas and who can blame Tony? . . . More 
of the same, only considerably worse, is “The New 
Ray Anthony Show,” recorded live at the Sahara 
Hotel in Las Vegas. Anthony sings, if anyone 
cares. Best thing about the record for many will 
be the cover picture of Anthony’s two bouncy 
singers, either of whom could probably assure a 
certain amount of attention for Anthony’s Las 
Vegas act. 


VOCAL GROUPS: “On the Rocks” by chorus 
and orchestra directed by Bob Thompson is a good 
record (RCA Victor 2145). The cover, showing a 
cool brunette sitting on ice cubes, is original and 
rather stimulating, too .. . “First Affair” by the 
Four Freshmen (Capitol 1378) does not compare 
with this talented group’s early records... “The 
Skip Jacks” handle some tunes with originality, 
including “I Get A Kick Out of You” although I 
still prefer Cole Porter’s original lyrics. They 
sing: “Some like a bop-type refrain, I’m positive 
if I heard even one riff, that would bore me ter- 
rifically, too.” I guess you can’t even use the word 


cocaine in popular music today. 


COMEDY: “Down to Earth” by Jonathon Win- 
ters (Verve 15011) is one of the funniest records I 
have heard for a long time. Winters presents what 
many of us feel about Broadway musicals and com- 
mercials, and is a dramatic howl playing all parts 
in a Hollywood prison scene and a non-Hollywood 
western featuring a character named “Scratchy.” 
This is immensely better than his first LP which 
didn’t quite make it, perhaps because Winters 
tried, like a young novelist, to cram in too much.

POLITICAL SATIRE: “The Republican Rec- 
ord?” may amuse some Democratic Party partisans 
although as satire it seems much too heavy handed 
(L. P. Sales CP-1). The only really funny track is 
the first one, “Save the Golf Ball for the Hall of 
Fame.” Perhaps this is worth the price of the 
record, but considering the major subject matter, 
Nixon, I would think the other selections could 
have been funnier. Which is certainly not to sug- 
gest that the Republicans could not do the same 
thing with the other lightweight running for the 
world’s most important job. Incidentally, Nixon’s 
voice “introduces” the selections. If nothing else, 
the record is a reminder that this is a political year 
and anything goes.

The jacket notes 
add that he wrote about 400 
songs, and they contribute little 
more — nothing about content 
and, of course, no translations 
to give a clue. Lack of test (or 
translation) can be inconvenient 
in. well-known music; here it is 
a serious defect. Performance 
and sound are excellent and the 
record makes for rewarding lis- 
tening. But Deutsche Grammo- 
er should try to meet normal 

.S. market standards by im- 
proving its notes, at least, and 
preferably its record jackets 
(which are not very sturdy) as 
well. 

® All the charm of the folk 
idiom — regardless of language 
barrier—comes through in Moni- 
tor’s disc of Scandinavian folk 
songs (MF-333, $4.98). The 
songs date from about 1500 to 
the industrial revolution. Al- 
though little known outside of 
the three Northern countries, 
baritone Arne Dorumsgaard ap- 
parently occupies a place com- 
— to that of Richard Dyer- 

ennett or John Jacob Niles. 
He sings appealingly, as does 
soprano Saga Sjoberg. The uni- 
versal subjects — love, spring, 
poverty, work and simple faith 
—all are there. But the stories 
are told with great simplicity 
and ancient wisdom. Two with 
special charm are Norway’s “All 
Men Have Feet” and Finland’s

Hollywood Mad 
At Susskind

HOLLYWOOD — There’s a new battle cry bouncing off the 
ramparts of Hollywood the past few weeks. From the dark, dank 
rooms of the town’s bistros and coffee houses one can hear it shouted 
by day and by night — 

Let’s get Susskind, punch him hard; 

He says Rock Hudson is a tub of lard, 

Let’s get Susskind, he’s not so great, 

Who needs the bum? Sis boom bah! 

The enemy referred to in this rousing manifesto is the dapper 
New York TV producer, David Susskind, who invaded our preserve 
three months ago to make a movie. There are those, however, who 
claim the movie is just a blind. Susskind, they say, is actually here 


to render us helpless in the battle for men’s minds, 
a + ~ 

REGARDLESS of his motives, Hollywood hasn’t been so 
“shook” since Arch Oboler introduced his 3-D movie “Bwana Devil” 
in 1953. Groucho Marx, in a rare moment of pique, told Hedda Hop- 
per that Susskind should be drawn and quartered. Tony Curtis says 
he is only waiting to meet Susskind so he can punch him in the nose. 
There are rumors that movie producer Melvyn LeRoy is forming a 
posse to ride Susskind out of town on a jet-stream. 

Nearly all of this ire has been generated by Susskind’s drop- 
ping hints (on his syndicated TV show “Open End”) that Marilyn 
Monroe is no actress, that most Hollywood product is pap and that 
the whole town is suffering from an ingrown love affair with itself, 

Personally, I think David Susskind’s visit has done Hollywood 
a lot of good. Ina place which controls nearly all of the world’s movie 
production and 85 percent of this country’s TV production, it is im- 
portant not to become self-satisfied and patronizingly smug about 
one’s work. Susskind, I find, is quite surprised that his barbs (often 
calculated, I’m sure) found such a sensitive target. 

“Part of getting the reputation I have here now has come from 
just telling the truth,” he observes. “Truth and guts are in such short 
supply today that they are news.” 

Susskind'feels, too, that many of the creative people in Hollywood 
agree with him, but are afraid to second the motion. 

“I have found many educated, cultured and alert people in 
this town, but they are going along with the men who just read 
the grosses. There are too many compromises and too much ra- 
tionalization.” 

When Susskind utters a pronouncement like that, the pack sets 
upon him with the question, “And what have you done lately?” He 
is excoriated for remaking good old movies into mediocre TV plays 
(“Philadelphia Story”), and then writing off Hollywood as a sump of 
mediocrity. 

The fact is that Susskind’s Talent Associates production company 
has been responsible for many hours of good TV entertainment also 
— some original, some adaptations. Susskind is big enough to admit 
that most of his movie remakes on TV have been artistic mistakes.

The trans-Atlantic air fleets are 
flaunting their new fall excursion 
fares as a signal for all bargain- 
hunting guys and gals to get going. 

Starting Oct. 1, one can take off 
for a 17-day tour of Europe for the 
price of an av- 
erage down pay- 
ment on an 
automobile or a 
new fur coat. 

Or if one wants 
the “fly -now- 
pay-later” plan, 
he can get over 
to London or 
Paris and back 
on a down-pay- 
ment price of a 
new dress or 
suit of clothes. .

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SO THE CALL to parents, wives, 
girl friends and kinsfolk of the 
million overseas Servicemen to fly 
over to see them is being heard in 
many quarters. 

Fares for the 17-day tours to 
Europe are being quoted by some 
20 major aairlines operating be- 
tween New York and European 
ports and capitals. 

The rates range from $290 for 
a roundtrip, 17-day excursion be- 
tween New York and London to 
$454.30 from New York to Rome. 

But the travel included in the 
base fare does not stop at the 
terminal points. One may cover as 
many as nine different European 
cities on some of the itineraries 
at one single price. 

For instance, a GI mother could 
buy a $359.60 ticket to Paris. She 
then could visit son or daughter 
at any installation within reach of 
the French capital, and include any 
other place she might wish to see 
in the vicinity of Lisbon, Brussels, 
Amsterdam, London or Dublin. 

It should be stressed that all of 
the travel to the other cities from 
Paris does not cost a penny extra. 
And the same rule applies to scores 
of other arrangements that can be 

worked out from several key Eu- 
ropean points. 

Then some of the carriers, 
like KLM, Air France, Pan Amer- 
ican, Sabena and Lufthansa, are 
offering all-expense tours quite 
in keeping with the low-cost 
“economy” excursions. 

Air France is featuring what they 
call their “Parisian Holiday” which 
includes a roundtrip flight by one 
of the big jets, hotel accommoda- 
tion, sightseeing and night clubs 
for a $498.60 tab. 

KLM is ballyhooing a $293 round- 
trip deal to Glasgow on one of its 
luxurious DC-7s; Pan American is 
featuring similar price attractions 
all over the Continent; and Scan- 
dinavian Airlines System (SAS) is

Scores of American and Euro- 
pean tour operators have jumped 
into the new deal with all-expense 
tours, trips and excursions geared 
to the off-season air rates. 

As an example, American Ex- 
press is offering what they call “do 
as you like” system by which one 
may pick his own places; time of 
travel at “package price” rates. 

Developed by AMEXCO, the Eu- 
ropean Travel Commission and 150 
first-rate hotels in 26 European 
cities, the “bonus plan” enables 
one to “package” his own itinerary, 
type of accommodation, transporta- 
tion, sightseeing, entertainment 
and car rental at the same price he 
would pay if traveling on a set 
schedule or with a group. 

One of these gad-about arrange- 
ments permits roaming around 
over six countries for a total price 
of $528.30, including the going and 
coming air fare between New York 
and Paris. 

And any of the wide-variety 
of 17-day Journeys may be pur- 
chased on installment plan. This 
means a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment and the balance spread over 
as long as two years. 

A $35 down payment will take 
you from Washington to any of 
Europe’s gateways by jet. It should 
be noted that jet fares are only 
about one per cent higher than by 
ordinary plane.) 

Basic roundtrip jet fares from 
New York and the following Euro- 
pean ports are: Shannon, $335; Lon- 
don, $380; Lisbon, $380; Paris, 
$420; Frankfurt, $456; and Rome, 
$514. 

Most of the major carriers are 
now operating either Boeing 707s 
or DC-8s on the routes. Among 
lines featuring the new “economy” 
rates which will run until April 
are: Air France, Alitalia, British 
Overseas; Iberia, KLM _ (Royal 
Dutch), Pan American, Sabena, 
SWISSAIR and Trans World.

One explanation for the increas- 
ing number of Visitors to Vermont 
during the foliage season may be 
that the brilliant color show is not 
a one-shot performance for most 
people.

IATA Official States 
Future Airline Needs 


COPENHAGEN — The world’s 
scheduled airlines ended last year 
with an estimated operating profit 
of slightly over three percent on 
total revenues of $4,610,000,000 
the Director General of the Inter- 
national Air Transport Association 
reported here recently to the 16th 
Annual General Meeting of the or- 
ganization. 

Sir William P. Hildred said 
that the industry is about half- 
way through a re-equipment pro- 
gram which will bring the total 
jet fleet of IATA’s 89 member 
airlines to about 600 aircraft by 
the end of 1962. 

Predicting that the scheduled 
airlines shoul carry more than 100,- 
000,000 passengers this year as 
compared with only 31,000,000 ten 
years ago, Hildred said: 

* * * 


“LOWER FARES, in both real 
and monetary terms, have played 
a vital role in developing interna- 
tional traffic so far. Looking ahead 
a few years, when the delivery of 
new aircraft will bring available 
capacity to an unprecedented peak, 
it will become increasingly im- 
portant to attract new traffic and 
develop new markets. And the 
best way to do this will be to low- 
er international fares still more.” 

Hildred warned, however, that 
these fares reductions must come 
from reductions in the cost of pro- 
viding the service. “This is the 
hard way,” he said, “but the only 
way which holds any real promise.” 








He also noted that “the needs 
of air carge grow increasingly 
urgent as the amount of existing: 
load rattles like a handful of 
Peas in the gourd of expanding 
capacity.” Pointing out that 
IATA airlines will have at least 
60 all-cargo aircraft in service 
by 1961 te augment their great 
existing cargo capacity, he said 
that rates, service and sales ap- 
peals must be directed toward 
getting greater bulk cargoes. 

Addressing the annual assembly 
of world airline presidents, Hildred 
asserted that “this rapid expan- 
sion, its immense capital require- 
ments, the new problems of main- 
tenance and operation, and the 
vastly increased capacities of the 
jets combine to present the people 
in this room with a series of chal- 
lenges and problems more serious, 
and requiring more imagination 
and judgement, than any they have 
ever faced before.” 

He also warned that “whether 
we like it or not, the supersonic 
aircraft is a prospect we must face 
within the next decade.” < 

Urging airlines to take the ini- 
tiative in trying to define the kind 
of supersonic aircraft which will 
fit their own needs, Hildred added 

“I can imagine no unhappier is- 
sue than the production of a super- 
sonic aircraft which the airlines 
cannot operate with any hope of 
economic success and which will 
therefore be an economic disaster 
for the nianufacturers.

Bouton, 
a civilian employe with the Chemi 
eal Corps for 10 years, has been 
with the Radiological Laboratory 
in various assignments since No 
vember 1948, He’s served as deputy 
chief since January 1957. 

The. executive and administra 
tive officer of the laboratory is G 
W. Lewis, a civilian employe of the 
Chemical Corps for over 18 years. 
He has been with the organization 
since March 1949 and has served 
in a dual capacity as administra- 
tive officer and chief, support 
branch,'since August 1955. 

The component Divisions of the 





laboratory will continue: under 
their present chiefs; nuclear phys- 
ics, J, J. Mahoney, acting chief; nu- 
clear chemistry, R. C. Tompkins, 
aeting ‘chief; .vadiation engineering, 
Capt. A. L. Knipp Jr., chief; Evalu 
ations; L: M. Hardin, chief. 

The laboratories had their origin

Con- 
struction of the Stockton plant was 
suspended last October pending 
further laboratory studies to de- 
termine the feasibility of radiation 
as a practical means of food pres- 
ervation. The Natick facility will 
assist in these studies. 

Much of the planning and equip- 
ment developed for the original 
Stockton plant at a cost of $1.3- 
million dollars will be adapted for 
use in the Natick facility. It is 
estimated that an additional $1.8- 
million will be required to estab- 
lish the Natick facility. 

The new facility is expected to 
be operational in about two years. 
The facility will be made available 
for use by other agencies working 
in this field.

LOCATION OF the facility at 
Natick was determined on the basis 
of a detailed survey conducted by 
the Army.

Mobile Dispensary 


GOEPPINGEN, Germany:—Capt. 
Neil S, Cooper, 8th Div.’s 68th 
Armor Battalion surgeon, and the 
medical section of the 68th have 
pooled ideas and muscles to pro- 
duce a highly mobile field dispen- 
sary capable of traveling with com- 
bat trains and functioning (except 
for laboratory work) as a base camp 


dispensary. 

The mobile dispensary started 
out as an ordinary 1% ton trailer 
towed by an armored personnel 
carrier. The medics of 68th -en- 
cased the bed of the trailer in ply- 
wood,. sealing it from rain and 
dust. A cabinet was then built in 
the front of the trailer to hold 
drugs, sterile bandages, minor 


surgical kits and other essentials 
for treating small wounds, etc. 
On the right side in front are two 
oxygen bottles set up with valve 
and mask for immediate use. Di- 
rectly’ in front ef that is an ex- 
amining or operating table lighted 


by a salvaged automobile head- 





light connected to the APC and se- 
cured on an adjustable fixture, al- 
lowing concentration of light on 
any part of the operating table. A

Devens Opens First of New 
$300,000 Trainfire Ranges 


FORT DEVENS, Mass. — Train- 


fire, the Army’s new approach to 
individual rifle marksmanship 
training, formally opened here 7 


September at the newly construct- 
ed Trainfire ranges. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas Yancey, 
CG of the 2d Inf. Brigade, the first 
unit on post to undergo this train- 
ing, fired the opening round. 

Trainfire is the result of three 
years of work by Fort Devens per- 
sonnel and represents a cost of 
nearly $200,000 to build and better 
than $100,000 in equipment. The 
bulk of the range construction has 
now been completed, although ad- 
ditional construction work will con- 
tinue until December of this year. 
Upon completion, there will be 11

STUTTGART, Germany — Sev- 
enth Army aviators are helping 
American military flyers every- 
where in the development of a new 
series of aeronautical charts. 


The charts, similar to current 
topographical maps, are designed 
to provide a new peak in accuracy 
in air navigation. All services— 
Navy, Air Force, Army and Ma- 
rines are engaged in the evalua- 
tion. 

Aviators in Europe carry an es- 
pecially high responsibility in the 
project, because all evaluation will 
be based on charts covering the 
Frankfurt-Mannheim area of Ger- 
many. Therefore, actual use of the 
experimental chart over the ter- 
rain shown will be limited to 
USAREUR units. 

Captain B. H. Mattson, Seventh 
Army aviation operations officer, 
explained that the proposed air 
charts are intimately related to cur- 
rent topographical maps of the 
1:250,000 series. It’s the first time 
that such a relation has existed. 

Maps will cover the same terrain 
as the topographical series, incor- 
porating the topo maps’ terrain fea- 
tures and detail.

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Historical Quote of the Week 





“There never was another day like Antietam” ~— 


Bruce Catton. 


That was 17 September 1862, 
along Antietam Creek a few 
miles north of Harpers Ferry. 
McClellan had about 70,000 inen 
against Lee’s 40,000. Losses were 
appalling. Catton continues: “It 
was sheer concentrated violence, 
unleavened by generalship .. . 
The dawn-to-dusk fight . . . went 
into the records as the most 


murderous single day of the en- 
tire war.” 

McClellan should have fought 
on the 13th, when Lee’s forces 
were widely scattered. On the 
17th he launched a series of at- 
tacks that were not coordinated. 
He failed to bring up two corps 


of reserves—about 20,000 men 
—who could have given him a 
complete victory. Lee’s keen 
judgment of McClellan convinced 
him the latter would not renew 
the attack on the next day, so he 
rested his men and on the night 
of the 18th quietly withdrew 
them into Virginia—and the war 
dragged along. 

The important battle did, how- 
ever, break the South’s counter- 
offensive, force Lee back into 
Virginia, and lead Lincoln to is- 
sue the Emancipation Proclama- 
tion. In November he relieved 
McClellan of his command, and 
Burnside took over.

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Normal Cyclical Recession Due? 
Some Think It Can Be Avoided

wi the presidential campaign warming up, almost any disinterested comment on 
business is bound to be labelled by partisans as special pleading for one party 
or the other or, at best, wishful thinking. There are a few doubting Thomases. 


Two things are pretty generally 
admitted. We’re on a plateau. We 


are in a “cycle” of prosperity 
which is, as the economists put it, 
“aging.” Conventional graph- 


drawers say that means we are 
about to descend into a conven- 
tional valley. 

At the risk of being charged 
with over-optimism we will quote, 
not assert, the following senti- 
ment from the 
Philadel 
phia Federal 
Reserve Bulle- 
tin: 

“No one has 
adequately ex- 
plained what is 
causing the re- 
cession we are 
to have.

WASHINGTON—Award of 
the first contract connected 
with installation of facilties 
for Project Press, an experi- 
mental program in the detec- 
tion and identification of bal- 
listie missile warheads, has 
been announced by the Army 
on behalf of the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency. 

The New York Ordnance Dictrict 
awarded a $1 million contract to 
the Western Electric Co. for sub- 
marine cable systems linking the 
islands of Kwajalein and Roi-Na- 
mur in the Marshall Islands, South- 
west Pacific. 


Project Press, Pacific Range Elec- 
tro-Magnetic Signature Study, in- 
volves experiments with radar sys- 
tems of advanced design and other 
sensing devices that will be install- 
ed on Roi-Namur. The experiments 
are part of Project Defender, ad- 
ministered by the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency, Depart- 
mental physics of ballistic missile 
flight. 

The Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand is acting as ARPA’s executive 
agent for Press. Responsibility for 
installation of the equipment and 
carrying on the experiments has 
been assigned.to the Army Rocket 
and Guided Missile Agency, an ele- 
ment of AOMC. 


The cable system between the 
islands, approximately 55 miles 
long, will be used for communica- 
tion and data transfer. Western 
Electric will procure the cable from 
the Simplex Wire Co. of Newington, 
N.H. 

Support for the Project Press 
installation on Roi-Namur will be 
furnished from Kwajalein. The 
Army is constructing facilities in 
and around Kwajalein with which 
to test its Nike Zeus anti-missile 
missile system against Atlas ICBMs 
fired from California. The Project 
Press experiments will use these 
missiles and other targets of op- 
portunity available on the Pacific 
Missile Range.

Defense Plans Biggest Radar 


WASHINGTON—The biggest, most sensitive and longest reaching radar ever built is 
now in the planning stages for early construction by the Department of Defense (DOD). 
The radar set—which will be the central attraction of a new DOD research installation 
—will be completed in about a year. Its antenna will cover a huge 18 acres and the cost 


of the total installation is expected to amount to about $5. 


The installation will be located 
10 miles south of Arecibo, Puerto 
Rico, where preparation of the ra- 
dar site is underway. Facilities as- 
sociated with the radar are being 
planned and constructed by the 
Army Eengineers. However, the 
entire undertaking is under the di- 
rection and funding of DOD’s Ad- 
vanced Research Projects Agency 
(ARPA) and technical support and 
management from the Air Force’s 
Air Research and Development 
Command. Cornell University, 
which originally thought up the 
idea of building such an installa- 
tion, is the prime contractor. 

” ” * 

THE INSTALLATION will be 
used to conduct research on the 
nature of the ionosphere—the re- 
gion of the earth’s outer atmos- 
phere beyond the stratosphere, 
roughly 46-600 miles from the sur- 
face of the ground. The new radar 
is needed to probe this distant re- 
gion for information. 

This device will permit man 
to look deeper into space than 
he has even been able to before. 
In addition, it may detect signals 
from billions of light years away 
with its receiver. 

DOD’s announcement said that 
apart from its size, the most strik- 
ing feature of this special radar 
will be its unique design. It will 
completely fill a small valley or 
pocket formed by several moun- 
tain peaks and will be literally 
carved out of this valley. The ra- 
dar antenna will be 1000 feet in 
diameter. 

The resulting bowl, carefully 
graded and contoured, will be lined 
with wire mesh suspended a few 
feet off the ground. This mesh will 
serve as a reflector for electromag- 
netic waves which are send and re- 
ceived. The bowl shape is a major 
departure from conventional pra- 
bolic shapes used for large radars 
of this type. The spherical design, 
Defense explains, will permit scan- 
ning of a larger segment of the

Generator Uses Diesel 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A semi-trailer mounted hydrogen gen-

the standard hydrogen-carbon dioxide (methanol type) plant in use, 
the new plant has a capacity of 1000 standard cubic feet an hour. 
The major advantage of the plant over the methanol-steam process 
is the use of diesel fuel, which is more readily available than meth- 
anol in a theater of operations. 

The process involves the steam reforming of diesel fuel oil, 
followed by a water-gas shift reaction. The carbon dioxide is re- 
moved by absorption with a solution of ethanolamine. The rated 
purity of this process is 98 percent by volume, the major impurities 
being carbon monoxide and methane.

The new radar’s power will be 
greater than that of any compar- 
able instrument now in existence. 
Officials say that “there will be no 
difficulty” in getting strong echoes 
from planets as far away as Venus, 
Mars and Jupiter. One research 
project which scientists are look- 
ing forward to attempting with 
the new device is the study of the 
rotational rate of Venus, until now 
impossible because of the dense 
cloud layer that surrounds the 
planet. With the new radar this 
will be done easily, they say, as- 
suming that the surface of Venus 
is not uniform (as it would be if 
entirely_covered by an ocean, for 
example).

WITH THE NEW device it may 
be possible to learn a great deal 
about the main features of the at- 
mosphere and the surface of Mars 
and Jupiter. 
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Research will be carried out us- 
ing the device as an active radar. 
A large number of projects, how- 
ever, have been proposed using 
the antenna as a passive radio tel- 
escope — simply ee signals 
originating from planets, solar dis- 
turbances and stars. It is possible 
that giant planets in the solar sys- 
tem produce high frequency radi- 
ation which the huge radar an- 
tenna should be able to detect, per- 
haps correlating these occurrences 
with solar disturbances. 

Other research projects await- 
ing completion of the dish are 2 
study of atmospheric density and 
temperature of the outer ionos- 
phere, the drift of the upper and 
lower ionsphere and a survey 
of radio star sources.

WITH 1ST CAV. DIV., Korea— 
The meteorological section of Hq. 
Ist Cavalry DivArty, under the di- 
rection of CWO Russell G. Larche- 
veque, tracked a radiosonde at- 
tached to an issue-type weather 
balloon, to a height of 113,600 feet 
on 9 August. 


This accomplishment surpassed 
the eastern United States record 
of 112,500 feet previously set. by 
the XVIII Airborne Corps Arty at 
Fort Bragg, N.C. 

Immediately after he was _ in- 
formed of the eastern United 
States record by Brig. Gen. Carl 
Darnell Jr., commanding general, 
DivArty, CWO Larcheveque re- 
solved to top that mark. He ac- 
complished this mission on his ini- 
tial experimental flight test. 

The DivArty weather balloon 
flight record was checked for cor- 
rectness and declared official by 
CWO Kelly Brown, meteorological 
officer of I Corps (Group) Arty. 

The record height attained dur- 
ing the experimental flight was at- 
tributed to proper conditioning of 
the neoprene balloon and top per- 
formance of the rawinsonde track- 
ing equipment. 

Meterological data obtained 
from such flights is furnished to 
chemical corps personnel for de- 
termination of radiological fallout

in conjunction with nuclear ex- 
plosions. In addition, ballistic me- 
teorological data is supplied to ar- 
tillery units. 

The lowest temperature record- 
ed during this test was 92 degrees 
below zero. The temperature at 
balloon burst point was 31 degrees 
below zero. (Temperatures com- 
puted on Fahrenheit scale).

“SORRY, we don’t hire Army wives . 


.. we want some- 


one we can count on staying for a while ... you Army 
people just don’t offer that security.” 


Sound familiar? If you’ve ever 
job-hunted in a city close to an 
Army post you’ve probably heard 
remarks like than many times. 
However, there is a business serv- 
ice firm—Manpower, Inc.—that has 
worked out a work-travel plan 
tailor-made for service wives who 
want part-time jobs throughout the 
year, or temporary jobs while their 
husbands are overseas, or while 
they are waiting to join them at 
foreign: stations. Manpower has 
more than 200 offices in the States 
and overseas. 

The plan works like this: 

The service wife takes qualifica- 
tion tests and is interviewed at the 
branch office located in the city 
where she wishes to work. She be- 
comes an employe of Manpower, 
Inc., and is paid by them. 

Manpower takes care of her 
unemployment compensation, so- 
cial security and liability insur- 
ance while on the job. In addi- 
tion, she is bonded for $25,000. 

She is then referred to the organ- 

ization needing her services. 

Manpower bills the office for her 
services and pays her. Pay rates are 
based on the going wage scale for 
her type of work in the particular 
location in which she is working. 

When a service wife leaves the 
area in which she has been work- 
ing, she applies for a work-travel 
certificate that is then honored by 
any other Manpower office. On the 
basis of that certificate the next 
office for which she works may 
choose not to retest her skills—in 








any case, she will not need to have 
a complete check of credentials— 
and will be able to go to work 
almost immediately. 

Under the work-travel plan a 
service wife may go from city to 
city, stay near her husband, earn 
her way and keep as busy as her 
spare time permits. Or, she may 
take a temporary job to help handle 
holiday bills or pay off a loan. 
These jobs may last one day, a 
week, a month or several years. 

Manpower’s services include 
typing, stenography, calculating, 

office and accounting machine 
operation, filing and _ clerical 
service, direct mail processing, 
retail store work, demonstrating, 
sample distribution, survey inter- 
viewing and convention work. 

The plan was started by a couple 
of attorneys in Chicago about 11 
years ago. They felt it was a good 
way to save a service wife the 
embarrassment of leaving an em- 
ployer at a time when her services 
were needed most, but the time had 
come to follow her husband to 
his next Army post. 

Manpower is now the largest bus- 
iness service firm in the States, 
and when I first learned of it, it 
sounded so good that I checked 
with the Better Business Bureau 
here in Washington, to make sure 
the outfit is legitimate. It is.

Vanilla Ice Cream 

Ingredients: 3 pints milk, 6 
tablespoons flour, 6 tablespoons 
water, 24% to 2% cups sugar, 6 egg 
yolks, 3 cups heavy cream, 3 tea- 
spoons vanilla. 

Scald milk, stirring constantly. 
Mix flour and water to a smooth 
paste and add to it slowly the 
scalded milk. When thickened, 
cook over hot water for about 15 
minutes. Strain custard through a 
fine sieve and cool, then add van- 
illa and the cream. Freeze.

This one was given to me by an 
old friend in Charlotte, N.C. It is 
called “Thomas Jefferson’s Ice 
Cream”: 

Ingredients: 1 cup sugar, 1 quart 
cream, 6 eggs, 2 teaspoons vanilla, 
pinch of salt. 

Beat egg yolks until thick and 
lemon colored. “Add sugar and salt 
gradually. Bring cream to boil and 
pour over egg mixture. Put into top 
of double boiler and cook .until 
thickened.

Ingredients: 4 eggs, 3 cups sugar, 
1 quart whipping cream, 2 quarts 
milk, 2 teaspoons vanilla.

Heat one 
quart milk to scalding point and 
pour over eggs and sugar, beating 
constantly. Pour into freezer. Add 
other quart of milk, beat whipping 
cream and add to mixture in freez- 
er.

Tips for Mothers 


Here are some tips for busy 
mothers, scout leaders and teach- 
ers: 

@ If a child gets tempera paint, 
poster paint or water colors on his 
clothing, wash the soiled area in 
COLD water. Hot water sets the 
paint. 

@ If you want paint to stick to 
a waxy surface, such as a milk 
carton, glass jar, scotch or masking 
tape, pour soap into the paint. Use 
just enough cleansing powder 
(Babo, Ajax, etc.) liquid soap, 
powdered soap or detergent, to 
make the paint adhere to the sur- 
face.

(Peppernuts) 

Ingredients: 4 cups flour, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 1 teaspoon soda, 1 tea- 
spoon baking powder, 1 teaspoon 
mace, 1 teaspoon allspice, % tea- 
spoon black pepper; %4 cup mo- 
lasses, % cup honey, % cup short- 
ening, 1 egg. 

Method: Sift dry ingredients to- 
gether. Warm honey and molasses 
in large saucepan. Do not boil. Add 
shortening and stir to melt. Cool, 
and add beaten egg. Stir in dry in- 
gredients just enough at a time to 
mix thoroughly, Let dough stand 
for 15 minutes, then form into 
small balls and place on greased 
cookie sheet. 

Bake for 12 to 15 minutes at 350 
degrees. While cookies are still 
warm, roll in powdered sugar. 

These cookies are spicy and good 
at any time, but I suspect the read- 
er has been in Germany and knows 
that they are especially popular 
there at Christmas time. I’m _ so 
glad she suggested exchanging for- 
eign recipes because I, too, love to 
try them.

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| Army’s Otympic Role Will Long Be Remembered | 


E Army Times sports desk és not so naive as to be- 
lieve that it is under some kind of compulsion to 
report precisely how the 31 Army athletes made out in 
the Olympics. A weekly newspaper cannot compete with 


a daily newspaper in big-time sports news and certainly 
any sports buff, in or out of uniform, knows by now 


who won what in the Olympics. 


But the Army’s role in the 1960 Olympics should be 
long remembered. The Army more than held its own. 

After a process of tough eliminations, 31 soldiers man- 
aged to make the U.S. Olympic squad. Six of these 31 
soldiers won gold medals, another won a hard-fought, 
record-breaking silver medal, and two more won bronze 
medals. That’s a fancy kind of batting average and one 


that the Army can crow about. 


If the U.S. team was not as much of a world-beater 
as some had hoped, no criticism can be leveled at the 
Army’s major role in the Games. The soldiers who com- 
peted, almost without exception, exceeded what had 


been expected of them. In the clutch, they more than 
met the test. , 

For the record, these six soldiers won gold medals at 
the XVII Olympiad in Rome; light-middleweight boxer 
SFC Eddie Crook (now stationed at Fort Campbell and 
working out the Division’s football team this week), pole 
vaulter PFC Don Bragg of Fort Dix (world record 
holder and now Olympic record holder), shotputter 1st 
Lt. Bill Nieder of Presidio of San Francisco (also world 
and now Olympic record holder), freestyle wrestling 
champ Lt. Douglas Blubaugh, rower (four-man without 
coxswain) Lt. Ted Nash, and basketball ace PFC Adrian 
Smith of Fort Lee, a standout playmaker and consistent 
double-figure scorer throughout the Olympics although

SHOOTING

A surprisingly large number of deer hunters are com- 
pelled to stalk the annual venison armed with the scatter- 
gun. Any number of military reservations frown on ‘the 
highpowered rifle, which leaves the huntsman with a Hob- 
son’s choice and a right sorry one it is. 


The shotgun as a tool for deer- 
slaying has two strikes on it before 
the trigger is pulled. It is inac- 
curate and short-ranged. 

Whether the marksman elects to 
fire slugs or turns to the venerable 
buckshot he is RES 
distinctly  be- * 
hind the 8-ball. 
It is ‘encourag-

ed on deer. Special slug throwing 
barrels are now offered. - These 
tubes have besides a ramp type 
front sight, a rear open sight, ad- 
justable for elevation, and beyond 
this are supported by a lot of manu- 
facturer’s hoopla that through a 
secret boring process they throw 
the slug just as accurately as a 
rifle. They do not, of course, but 
the pair of sights is an advantage. 

I have been test firing a bevy 
of scatterguns with slugs, some 
just like they came off the pro 
duction line, others with two 
sights, and finally a single .musket 
with a telescopic sight mounted on 
it. I have learned a good deal 
about slugs during this somewhat 
extensive shooting stint. 

Tor example, the modern shot- 
gun is stocked to force the weapon 
to shoot high. And it does not 
matter whether you fire a charge 
of birdshot or whip a slug out 
there, either load will print high. 
At 40 yards this high shooting ten- 
dency will see the slug strike from 
10 to 14 inches above the point 
of aim. You would miss a deer 
with a gun shooting like that. All 
too few huntsmen ever bother to 
discover just how high the piece 
throws its 1-0z. ball. 

It is absolutely vital to the suc- 
cess of the deer hunt to zero your 
shotgun just. as you do your rifle. 
If the piece has two sights on it, 
or even better still a scope, the 
job is made infinitely easier.

HOW CLOSELY will the smooth- 
bore group the huge globules of 
lead? At 40 yards, using the ordi- 
nary barrel which sports a tiny 
front bead and nothing more, the 
12 gauge will group five shots into 
5% inches. At 50 yards this will 
have grown to seven inches; at 
75 yards to 15 inches, and at 100 
yards it is apt to spread to more 
than 20 inches. This is unaccept- 
able for surefire deer taking. The 
group should show a maximum 
dispersion of not more than 14 
inches to be acceptable. 

When the same shotgun is 
equipped with one of the new slug- 
throwing barrels (now manufac- 
tured by Remington, Savage and 
Firearms Interntional) the high-

shooting tendency can be brought 
under control by very simple and 
quickly applied changes to the ad- 
jus.able rear sight. This is a good 
advantage. Firing this slug barrel 
at 40 yards will deliver groups 
which run only fractions of an inch 
better than the unadorned barrel. 
At 40 yards the groups will run 
not more than 5% inches; at 75 
yards eight to 10 inches and at 100 
yards to not more than the ac- 
ceptable 14 inches. Deer can be 
killed and the gunner may depend 
upon it at this latter distance. 
+ . oO 


AN ITHACA PUMP repeater 
used in these tests equipped with 
a Weaver J2.5X scope regularly 
delivered groups of 10.5 inches at 
100 yards, firing from a benchrest. 
Most of the credit for the excel- 
lent performance must go to the 
telescopic sight rather than to the 
scattergun. Further testings in- 
dicate any pump repeater or auto- 
loader is markedly improved if it 
is equipped with th> glass sight. 

A new Winchester Model 59 
autoloader with glass: barrel when 
fired at 125 yards would hold all 
its balls into groups which meas- 
ured, center-to-enter of bullet 
holes, 15.5 inches. So well did this 
piece perform it was moved back 
to 150 yards. Groups then bal- 
louned to 26 inches, center-to- 
center. This is altogether too much

THE SLUG does not spin in 
flight. It sports flutes or vanes 


on the outer surfaces, but these 
serrations are all applesauce, put 
there by the maufacturer to make 
the naive believe that the missile 
is more accurate for the fact that 
it develops a rotational motion. 
The slug has a great hollow in the 
base which contrives to place the 
preponderance of the weight up in 











the bows. It is ballistic law that 
the light stern cannot forge ahead 
of the heavy nose. All of which 
means the projectile does not tum- 
ble in flight. I have fired the slugs 
at 300 yards and while the target 
indicated the bullet had consider- 
able wobble it was not tumbling 
over and over. 

Many people ask if it is okay to 
fire a slug in a full choke shotgun. 
The full choke of a 12 gauge meas- 
ures .690-inch. The average diam- 
eter of the leaden missile is but 
.678-inch. It takes only half an 
eye to see that the thing will pass 
through the choke without diffi- 
culty.

DOUBLE-BARRELED shotguns, 
whether side-by-side doubles or 
the over/under breed, shoots slugs 
abominably. The trouble is that 
the two barrels are regulated at the 
factory to place both charges to the 
same center at 40 yards. When 
the gunner shoots beyond this dis- 
tance the loads cross each other. 
If you are going to fire slugs in 
your favorite double be sure and 
work in close! 

Likewise slugs shot through one 
of the vari-choke muzzle gadgets 
do not fare so well. That is, if 
the changeable choke device has a 
big ventilated portion behind the 
choke tube. The slug, it seems, 
comes rattling down the gun bar- 
rel, enters the air-conditioned 
part of the vari-choke and gets a 
bit off plumb. It then strikes the 
choke off center and leaves the 
muzzle on a cockeyed tangent. 

Penetration tests on 7%,-inch 
pine boards, parafine, and %-inch 
sheet stock, indicate poor penetra- 
tion. This is due to the extreme 
ly soft metal in the ball. It is pur- 
est lead, alloyed with nothing more 
durable than a lot of manufac- 
turer’s hogwash.

When I was a little boy I used 
to get my knuckles rapped now and 
then for reaching too quickly. “It’s 
not polite to be so grabby,” my 
father would say. Sometimes a 
bridge hand makes me look around 
for a ruler to apply to a set of 
knuckles. 

When this hand was played in a 
tournament, practically everybody 
earned a good rap. 

The jack of clubs was the open- 
ing lead at every table. In some 
cases South played the queen of 
clubs from dummy. 

This hasty play got just what it 
deserved, East covered with the 


king of clubs, and South had to/ 


lose three club tricks. Down one. 

“There’s no need to put up dum- 
my’s queen; East may have the 
singleton king,” some of the. de- 
clarers reasoned, So they played 
low from dummy at the first trick. 

East rewarded them by playing 
his king anyway. So practically 
all of these players won the first 
trick with the ace of clubs, cap- 
turing East’s king happily. 

These players got their come- 
uppance anyway. West won the 
first trump with the ace and im- 
mediately returned the ten of 
clubs through dummy’s queen. 
South lost the queen of clubs to 
East’s trump, and was still down 
one. 

The way to make the hand is to 
be really polite. Play a low club 
from the dummy at the first trick, 
and let East win the first trick 
with the king of clubs. 

When West gets in with the ace 
of hearts he leads the ten of clubs. 
You play low from dummy again. 

What can East do? If he ruffs, 
he ruffs away a loser. You can 
easily regain the lead to draw 
trumps; and then you still make 
your ace and queen of clubs. If

“Today people can get a more 
comfortable ride in a short com- 
pact car like our 1961 Dodge 
Lancer with a 106% inch wheel- 
base than they got in the mas-

Gibson said. 

“This shorter wheelbase, coupled 
with our advanced suspension and 
steering systems, will provide 
greater maneuverability and easier 
handling,” Gibson said. “The 
Lancer can turn completely around 
in a street that is only 38 feet 
wide.” 


DEARBORN, Mich.—Ford Motor 
Company produced 152,251 pas- 
senger cars and trucks during Au- 
gust for a year-to-date total of 
1,474,809 vehicles. The totals ex- 
ceeded the 144,981 units made in 
August, 1959, and last year’s 
eight-month output of 1,462,476. 

August production totaled 89,- 
858 Ford, 6,699 Mercury, 29,303 
Comet and 1290 Lincoln passenger 
cars and 25,101 Ford trucks. The 
Ford car total included 46,422 Fal- 
cons and 10,416 Thunderbirds.

Ford truck production for the 
eight-month period reached a post- 
war high of 246,939, topping the 
previous record of 245,104 units 
made in 1955. 


DETROIT — A _ special _ three- 
month safety project by Columbia 
University and the National Safety 
Council has been cited by Dodge 
as an example of positive steps 
needed to improve highway safety.

In expressing pleasure that 
Dodge ears will participate in the 
tests conducted by the joint N.S.C- 
Columbia project, Patterson noted 
that. many suggestions made by 
Chrysler President L. L. Colbert 
will be followed.

IN OTHER sections of the coun- 
try, buyers of Dodge cars are 
choosing white by 21 percent 
(West) and 33 percent (East) to 
give this shade a wide margin over 
runner-up color choices. White is 
preferred by 23 percent of Chry- 
sler customers, and by 24 percent 
of those ordering Imperials. 

Second-choice color preferences 
run to such hues as Azure Blue, 
Fawn Brown, Sky Blue—all light 
shades.

Missile Transportation 
Seminar Panelists Named 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Maj. 
Gen. I. Sewell Morris, executive 
director, Military Traffic Manage- 
ment Agency, this week announced 
the agenda of the four-day joint 
industry-military missile transpor- 
tation seminar to be held at Fort 
Bliss, Tex. 20 through 23 Septem- 
ber. 

Sponsored by the Department of 
Defense through the Department 
of the Army and MTMA, the sem- 
inar will deal with the transporta- 
tion characteristics of missiles and 
missile components. More than 300 
representatives of the Department 
of Defense, the commericial carrier 
industry, and the federal regula- 
tory agencies have been invited to 
attend this four-day session. 

A highlight of the seminar will 
be an address by Walter F. Carey, 
president of the Automobile car- 
riers, Inc., and national president 
of the National Defense Transpor- 
tation Association. The theme of 
this unclassified seminar is built 
around the rapid expansion of 
missile traffic and its growing im- 
pact upon the nation’s transpor- 
tation systems. Panels composed 
of transportation executives from 
the Department, the regulatory 
agencies, and the carrier industry 
will discuss DOD requirements in 
the movement of missiles and re- 
lated material. 

Briefings on the missile systems 
of the various Military Depart- 
ments will be presented by selected 
teams of missile experts. These 
teams will be headed by Maj. Rush 
B. Lincoln, Army’s Deputy Chief 
of Transportation; Maj. Gen. J. A. 
Barclay, deputy commanding gen- 
eral, Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand; Capt. G. J. Pollich (USN), 
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assistant chief for Navy Transpor- 
tation and Facilities; and Col. Les- 
ter R. Ferriss Jr., chief of pro- 
grams, Director of Transportation, 
Headquarters, USAF.

“THE FEDERAL and the state 
governments over the years have 

invested billions of dollars in 
building this most ready of all 
reserve Organizations, and it is 
inconceivable that it would not 
plan in the event of hostilities 
to commit this force at the 
earliest possible moment. 

“This is indeed the plan and 
it precludes the assignment of 
National Guard units to civil de- 
fense missions. The National 
Guard is unalterably opposed to 
any change in this concept. Both 
the Army National Guard and 
the Air National Guard are com- 
bat forces and it is intended that 
they will remain as such. 

“We would be less than 
realistic if we did not recog- 
nize that there is a requirement 
for a recovery plan or if we 
failed to adjust our thinking 
to cope with the situations 
that would exist in a post- 
nuclear attack period. 

“It is the feeling of many mem- 
bers of this association and of 
nearly every governor that the 
problem of recovery from nu- 
clear attack, defined as some- 
thing above and beyond the basic 
civil defense mission, is a 
neglected area of defense plan- 
ning. We can’t begin to fight 
back until we have picked our- 
selves up off the ground, which 
is where we will be following a 
total enemy strike.”
